Hoffa body 'believed' buried in dump

DETROIT (AP) - Au- 


thorities believe the body 
of ex-Teamsters President 
James R. Hoffa may be 
buried in a Jersey City, 
N.J., landfill closed for the 
past six years, two 
sources have confirmed. 


One of fte sources, a 


law enforcement official, 
said Friday: "It's Hoffa's 
body they believe is buried* 
at Moscato's Dump." 


A search warrant was 


issued Tuesday by U.S. 
Magistrate William Hunt 
of Newark, indicating the 
FBI wanted to search the 
trash dump for the body of 
Armand Faugno, a re- 
puted underworld soldier 
who has been missing for 
abou! a year. 


"The Faugno angle was 


a smokescreen," said the 
second source, a r.oiUaw- 
enforcement source who is 
intimately familiar with 


activities of the Teamsters 
I'nion. "Law enforcement 
officials think there's a 
good possibility Hoffa is 
there in the dump. It's 
logical. It makes sense." 


The law enforcement 


source said the U.S. 
Organized Crime Strike 
Force in Newark sought 
the search warrant for 
Faugno because "they had 
a better chance of obtain- 
ing a search warrant for 
Faugno than for 
Hoffa. 


Faugno is from the East 
Coast." According to 
sources, Faugno was 
known to frequent night 
spots in the area around 
the Jersey City landfill. 


The source close to the 


Teamsters Union said that 
"the government has turn- 
ed someone (into an in- 
formant) who is close to 
the killing." 


The source said author- 


ities are operating on the 
theory that Hoffa got into 


a car voluntarily outside 
the Machus Red Fox Res- 
taurant on July 30, was 
killed and his body then 
hauled out to the East 
Coast, where it was buried 
in the dump. 


The closed-down landfill 


reportedly is owned by 
Philip Moscato. 41. New 
Jersey sources say Mosca- 
to includes among his 
close associates a number 
of known underworld fig- 
ures but is not a known 


member of a mob family. 
Moscato does not have any 
convictions, the sources 
said. 


Meanwhile, employes of 


a trucking company were 
called before a grand jury 
by authorities who believe 
Hoffa's body may have 
been shipped to New Jer- 
sey in a barrel. 


A foreman for Gateway 


Transportation Co. con- 
firmed Friday night that 
he was one of about half a 


dozen persons, including 
the firm's Detroit terminal 
manager, Edwin Streich- 
er, who appeared Thurs- 
day before the Hoffa 
grand jury. 


"We were all down 


there, before the grand 
jury," said the Gateway 
foreman, who asked that 
his name not be used. 
"They asked us what we 
shipped. We are a com- 
mon carrier, one of the 
biggest in the country, and 


we haul all kinds of things, 
including barrels." 


Streicher said earlier 


that he was questioned by 
the grand jury about 
whether any of the barrels 
shipped by the firm were 
misplaced. He said FBI 
agents came to his office 
and took the company's 
dispatch records for the 
period beginning the end 
of July and ending Aug. 
10.

air tragedy 


CHICAGO- <AP) - A Trans World Airlines pas- 


senger jet missed by 50 to 100 feet colliding Friday 
with a United Air Lines plane near Chicago, the 
second time in nine days that a TWA plane was 
involved in such an incident. 


Spokesmen for United and TWA confirmed the 


incident over Lake Michigan, but provided few de- 
tails. No passengers or crew members on either 
Boeing 727 jet were injured. 


A spokesman for the Federal Aviation Adminis- 


tration said the incident occurred "at 4:39 local time 
about 60 miles northeast of O'Hare. 


"The TWA captain reported that he came up 


behind the United aircraft at the same altitude, saw 
it when it was about 300 feet in front, made an 
immediate left turn'Tind descended about 100 feet," 
the spokesman said. 


"The weather was no factor. Visibility was 


unlimited at the time of the incident. The FAA has 
begun an immediate investigation into the incident to 
dotermine just what happened and how it happened." 


He said both flights continued on to O'Hare 


without further incident. There was no early determi- 
nation of who was at fault, he said. 


A passenger on the United plane, flight 291 from 


Providence, R.I., to Chicago's O'Hare International 
Airport, notified The Associated Press of the incident. 


He said the TWA plane, flight 403, swerved 


sharply to the left to avoid hitting the United aircraft, 
which had been cleared to descend into its landing 
approach pattern. 


The TWA plane also was en route to O'Hare. 
The United flight carried 53 passengers and a 


crew of seven while the TWA flight, en route from 
Hartford, Conn., carried 70 passengers and seven 
crew members, a spokesman said.

$2.3 billion loan

WASHINGTON (AP) - The Senate gave final con- 


gressional passage early today to a $2.3-billion loan bill 
aimed at preventing New York City's financial default. 


The vote was 57 to 30. 
The three-year measure, proposed by President 


Ford on Nov. 26, was approved hours after the Senate 
blocked by 70 to 27 a filibuster threatened by Sen. James 
Allen, D-Ala., leader of the forces opposing the bill. 


The House had approved the loan-authorization bill 


213 to 203 on Tuesday. 


At mid-evening Friday, Allen agreed to set aside 


the aid bill temporarily so that the Senate could take 
final action on a $9.5-bilIion public works appropriation 
bill. That measure was approved, 81 to 5. 


The agreement with Democratic Whip Robert Byrd 


of West Virginia followed nearly 11' hours of debate, 


parliamentary maneuvering and a succession of defeat- 
ed amendments posed by Allen and other opponents of 
the aid measure. 


Before the agreement was reached, Allen was ap- 


pealed to several times, sometimes angrily, to allow the 
aid matter to come to a vote. 


Forty-eight Democrats and 22 Republicans had 


voted in favor of limiting debate. 


"This was the key vote to determine whether New 


•York could be saved," Sen. Jacob Javits, R-N.Y., said 
after the antifilibuster vote. "This definitely decides the 
issue." 


• 
Sen. James Buckley, Con-R-N.Y., said: "We just 


saw a demonstration of the sentiment of the Senate to 
beat the default deadline." 


"Somehow or other, an awful lot of fiscal rabbits 


have been pulled out of New York's hat in the last few 
weeks," Buckley said. 


The chances that Allen or others who oppose the bill 


•would seek to stall the bill as long as possible diminish- 
ed somewhat when Allen told the Senate that the Ford 
bill is not the important one to stop. 


Allen said the key measure Is the appropriation bill 


which actually contains the money for New York City. 
The Ford bill authorizes the method through which the 
city can borrow funds from the federal government. 


The appropriations bill, approved 15 to 6 Thursday 


by the Senate Appropriations Committee, comes before 
the full Senate for approval next week. 


Allen then will have three opportunities to filibuster

He said attor- 
neys in Washington repre- 
senting the local agencies 
were working on an ap- 
peal. 


arguments made by Jus- 
tice Department attorney 
Peter Taft, who said, 
"They have had their 
chance to attack this pro- 
posed sale and they have 
already been turned down. 


"They are not alleging a 


new public issue. They 
simply have come to a dif- 
ferent court," he said. 


Attorneys for the South- 


ern California Association 
of

had 


argued, "There can be no 
doubt that irreparable 
harm will occur if this 
sale continues as planned. 


"The environmental im- 


pact is unknown in this 
area because the technol- 
ogy hasn't been developed 
for drilling for oil at that 
depth," said Bruce J. Ter- 
ris, attorney for the 
California governments.

The presidential jet took 


off at 11:25 a.m. for the 
three-hour flight to Manila 
— the last stopover on the 
way home from China. 


The major issue be- 


tween the United States 
and the Philippines cen- 
ters on the. status of U.S. 
military bases. President 
Ferdinand E. Marcos, who 
is ruling under' martial 
law, 
has talked about 


renegotiating 
agreements 


under which the bases are 
maintained. 


A SENIOR American 


official traveling with 
Ford said the future status 
of the bases was not likely 
to be resolved during the 
President's overnight stop 
in Manila. 


"We don't object to 


Philippine 
sovereignty 


over the bases," he said, 
but rather are concerned 
about the terms under 
which they will operate. 


A communique issued 


after a 90-minute meeting 
between Suharto and Ford 
pledged "an expanded dia- 
logue" and said substan- 
tial American aid to In- 
donesia would be contin- 
ued. 


Ford and Suharto also 


arranged for periodic con- 
sultations between Secre- 
tary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger and Foreign 
Minister Adam Malik. 
Their first session is to be 
held in Washington next 
spring. 


•THE meetings will 


alternate between Wash- 
ington and Jakarta as "an 
important further step in 
developing increasingly 
close and friendly ties," 
the communique said.

Twister rakes 
Tulsa, 24 hurt 


TUI^A (AP) — A tornado ripped without warning 


through 12 city blocks of East Tulsa Friday, injuring at 
least 24 persons. 


Oklahoma Gov. David Boren put the National 


Guard on standby at Tulsa and activated Guardsmen for 
another tornado emergency to the south, at Wilburton. 


He declared both sites disaster areas and scheduled 


a helicopter tour with a federal official today. 


In Tulsa, where 50 homes were demolished and 


another 150 houses and 50 businesses damaged, police 
and rescue workers searched in the rubble for bodies, 
but had found none far into the night. 


Several other persons were hurt when tornados hit 


elsewhere in eastern Oklahoma. 


Tulsa Mayor Robert LaFortune asked that federal 


disaster assistance be made available for his city. 


Boren said he and Joe Winkle, a Civil Defense 


official from Denton, Tex., would tour both damaged 
municipalities "to see what federal assistance, if any, 
will be necccssary." 


Authorities said the Tulsa tornado's timing — just 


before the afternoon rush-hour when many people were 
away tfrom home — was the reason there were no 
fatalities reported. 


One of four hospitals receiving victims reported 


three persons in critical condition. 


Twisters also were reported in eastern Oklahoma at 


Haskell, Checotah, Muskogce, Okmulgee, Wilburton, 
Bixby, and Sapulpa, hut initial reports included no 
deaths or serious injuries in those storms.

Chrysler Corp. is closing four of its six U.S. car plants 
and a truck line for the first week of 1976 to keep a lid on 
its stockpiles of unsold models. Chrysler said Friday 
16,900 hourly workers will be laid off for the period, 
beginning Jan. 5. It would be the largest one-week 
production cutback by th? nation's No. 3 automaker in a 
year and the latest in a series of shutdowns by the auto 
industry this fall.

creases in tax bills were 
caused by major assess- 
ment 
hikes, not the 


property tax rate set by 
supervisors. 


He said the actual coun- 


ty tax rate has increased 
an average of only 2.4 per 
cent over the past five 


years. But, he added, as- 
sessment increases rang- 
ing from 60 per cent to 100 
per cent were made this 
year in Westehester, while 
other areas such as Ven- 
ice, Chatsworth, San 
Marino and parts of Glen- 
dale also received major 
assessment hikes. 


He said these major as- 


sessment increases in a 
single year have the effect 
of increasing tax bills by 
§50 to $100 a month for 
individual homeowners. 


"Such an increase can 


wipe out a senior citizen 
on a fixed income," he 
said. 


Hahn then outlined four 


steps which he said could 
be considered in the re- 


form package. He said it 
may be possible to set a 
limit, possibly 10 per cent, 
un (he amount the assess- 
ed value of a home can be 
increased in any one year. 


Presently, homeowners 


often escape increased as- 
sessments for about four 
or five years and then get 
major hikes. He said a 
way should be found to as- 
sess homes each year. 


He also called for study 


of a plan under which as- 
sessments and taxes 
should be frozen on a 
home when the owner 
reaches 65. And, he said a 
review should be made of 
whether homes of senior 
citizens could be exempted 
altogether from taxes.

"There is a possibility that 
some diseases can be transmitted by birds and the 
people there'are old and sick and very susceptible to 
diseases."'And, he said, "Birds do have mites and these 
mites could cause skin irritations."

Would provide disability benefits to pregnant women, 
fyuf Sacramento observers believe the measure's 
chances of passing are slim. Under current law, a 
woman who has a normal pregnancy and delivery is not 
entitled to" any state disability benefits before or after 
the; birth ,qf her child. This law was upheld by the U.S. 
Supreme Court in 1974. Under a California law enacted 
in 1973, the state will pay disability benefits if a woman 
Suffers certain complications during pregnancy. Prior to 
that time,"the state generally denied such claims. The 
pending legislation, authored by Assemblyman Louis J. 
Papan, D-Daly City, would provide disability benefits to 
a. woman for four weeks before the birth of her child and 
four weeks after if her doctor certifies that she has been 
temporarily disabled by her normal pregnancy. If enact- 
ed,' the bill, which currently is in the committee stage, 
ftould provide for the payment of an additional $71 
million a year in disability benefits. State disability 
;claims currently total about ?200 million a year. Deduc- 
tions from employes' pay checks finance the state 
disability 'program, and Papon's bill would require 
.many workers to pay substantially larger contributions. 
Some lower-income individuals would pay less. Em- 
ployes currently pay 1 per cent of their first $9,000 in

from forced sale for the benefit of certain types of 
creditors.;You can do this simply by buying a Declara- 
tion of Homestead form available at most stationery 
'stores for about 25 cents. Fill out the form and send it 
with $3 for Me first page and $1 for each additional page 
to the Los'.'Angeles County Recorder, 227 N. Broadway, 
Los Angeltfs.'Calif. 90012. A person must be residing in 
the house^at the time he records the Declaration of 
Ilomestea'd and only one property may be homesteaded 
at a time by an individual. If a person sells his resi- 
dence, he'can file an Abandonment of Homestead form 
on the property, and at the same time, file with the 
.county recorder a Declaration of Homestead on his new 
house. Lending institutions frequently will not accept a 
Iflan applicant's house as collateral if the property has 
been homesteaded, but if this situation should arise in 
your casc,> you could simply file the Abandonment of 
Homestead form. The homestead arrangement will not 
protect, your property from foreclosure if you default on 
your mortgage nor will.it have any effect on mechanics' 
liens for unpaid work on the property by contractors or 
repairmen.

Public social welfare 
spending reached a record 
$287 billion in the last fis-

The report prepared by 


the Social Security Admin- 
istration showed that 
federal, state and local so- 
cial welfare expenditures 
rose $47 billion in the year 
ending June 3, the highest 
dollar increase in the na- 
tion's history. 


The 19.7 per cent boost 


was the largest since the 
immediate post-World 
War II period when veter- 


ans benefits were expand- 
ed greatly. 


Even after adjusting for 


inflation, the 1975 spending 
in real dollars increased 
$21 billion. Per capita 
expenditures rose -7.1 per 
cent, compared with 1.9 
per cent the previous 
year. 


The federal share was 


58 per cent and has been 
more than half of all gov- 
ernment social welfare 
spending since 19tio, pri- 
marily because of the 
growing federal role in 
providing health care for 
the elderly and poor. 


Social 
Security re- 


searchers attributed the 
1975 increases to the eco- 
nomic downturn, which 


put more persons on 
unemployment and wel- 
fare, and the continuing 
inflationary spiral that 
passed along automatic 
cost-of-living increases to 
many beneficiaries, and 
increased the cost of medi- 
cal and social set-vices.

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Harrises object 
to court security

Syrnbionese Liberation Army members William and 


Emily Harris said Friday in Los Angeles that heavy 
courtroom security could influence a jury and their right 
to a presumption of innocence. 


Harris also objected to what he said was the pres- 


ence of a sheriffs "red squad" to keep tabs on court- 
room spectators. 


"The bulletproof glass partition and other security 


measures offers a presumption of danger," said Harris 
in an oral argument at a pre-trial hearing backing up a 
17-page petition submitted by the defense lawyers 


"Therefore, what chance under these circum- 


stances can there be for a presumption of innocence' It 
would be ludicrous to think that it would not have an 
effect on a jury." 


SUPERIOR Court Judge Mark Brandler reserved a 


decision on relaxing such security measures as the 
bulletproof barrier separating spectators from the de- 
fendants, the presence of an "excessive number of 
armed deputies," and a requirement for identification 
and photographing of all newsmen and spectators. 


Ruth Astle, an unpaid cocounsel for Mrs. Harris, 


said she felt that the search of every person entering the 
courtroom was sufficient. 


Mrs. Astle said. "The law says that we must take 


the narrowest security precautions necessary and.give 
up the least amount of rights of the defendant."" 


The Harrises.' due to go on trial in February, were 


charged in an 11-count indictment with robbery,'assault 
and kidnaping in a May 1974 alleged crime escapade 
with codefendant Patricia Hearst. Miss Hearst is await- 
ing, trial in Northern California on a bank robbery 
charge. 


When it was noted that one reason for the barrier 


was to protect the defendants, Harris said he felt more 
threatened by the law enforcement officers than by the 
public. He pointed to a sheriff's deputy he said had 
threatened his life at (he San Francisco airport. 


. . Harris said he objected to the presence of officers 


from the.sheriff's criminal conspiracy unit, which he 
called the "red squad." 


"Few people would want to go through the security 


procedures with the 'red squad' sitting there with a 
seating chart to see who's who and keeping a dossier on 
everyone," he said.

Hearst defense gets prosecution data 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) 


— The government dis- 
closed Friday that it 
knows where Patricia 
Hearst was held captive 
for several weeks after 
her kidnaping Feb. 4, 1974. 


U.S. Ally. James L. 


Browning said the location 
was on the San Francisco 
Peninsula, but he refused 
to tell newsmen the exact 
address. He said the news- 
paper heiress was held at 
the location until early 
March, 1974, and that Miss 
Hearst's defense attorneys 
have been shown the loca- 
tion. 


It was the first time the 


government had revealed 
that it knew where Miss 
Hearst was taken after 
her kidnaping by the Sym- 
bionese Liberation Army. 
The disclosure was made 
public by Browning in re- 
sponse to defense motions 
seeking information about 
the prosecution's evidence 
against Miss Hearst, who 
is awaiting trial on federal 
bank robbery charges. 


Browning said the gov- 


ernment is opposing five 
of the nine defense mo- 
tions. 


Browning 
said 
the 


defense has a right to 


information 
concerning 


statements made by the 
defendant and information 
on physical evidence and 
scientific tests. 


However, Browning said 


many of the defense mo-

Miss 
Hearst is expected to be in 
court but she could waive 
her appearance. 


The government reject- 


ed a motion that the de- 
fense be permitted to in- 
spect all government files. 
It said that Miss Hearst 
had recited in ample de- 
tail events of her "alleged 
captivity and the bank 


' robbery itself." 


The defense had been 


granted permission for 
psychiatric treatment two 
months ago but "did not 


see fit to initiate same 
until this week ," the gov- 
ernment said. 


The government said it 


would supply statements 
of witnesses no later than 
one day in advance of 
their testimony provided 
the defense does the same 
for its witnesses. 


Documents Friday dis- 


closed the names'of 33 
potential government wit- 
nesses who were sched- 
uled to appear Jan. 26, the 
day the trial begins. Most 
are either employes of the 
bank, persons living in he 
holdup area and San Fran- 
cisco police officers. 


Browning said

$120 million tag set 
on Calif, school plan 


SACRAMENTO (AP) — 


Reforms including a per- 
sonalized learning plan 
and competency tests for 
every high school student 
will wind up costing $120 
million a year, says state 
schools chief Wilson Riles. 


That was the price tag 


Riles has ;put on recom- 
mendations of a statewide 
panel to redesign educa- 
tion in Ihe upper six 
grades. 


Aides to Riles said he 


would ask the Legislature 
for $4 million next year to 
start work on the plan at 5 
to 10 per cent of the state's 
schools. They said he, 
wants implementation at 
all 1,700 junior and senior 
high schools in the state 
within five years. 


The commission for the 


Reform of Intermediate 
and Secondary Education 
recommended 
basing 


class credit on demon- 
strated skills, rather than 
"seat-time." 


It said students should 


have to demonstrate 
: competency in reading, 
writing, arithmetic, other 
academic subjects;- con- 
sumer and environmental 
education, 
job-related 


skills and personal devel- 
opment. 


Under the proposal, 


each student would get an. 
adult adviser to set up a 
personalized learning 
plan, and time would be 
set aside to work on the 
plan. 


A plan could include 


independent study and 
work in the community, 
the commission said. A 


student could also take a 
"furlough" from school 
and return later to contin- 
ue work. 


One of the most contro- 


versial proposals — to 
lower the legal dropout 
age from 18 to 14 — was 
dropped before the report 
was adopted. Also re- 
moved was a proposal to 
eliminate teacher tenure. 


Under the proposal, 


each school would get a 
year to develop its own 
plan, involving students, 
parents, teachers, admin- 
istrators, and industry and 
community representa- 
tives. 


To implement reforms, 


a school would get an 
extra $95 to $100 for each 
junior high student and $65 
for each high school stu- 
dent. 


College 'frills? : 
losing support 


SACRAMENTO (AP) - Officials of California's 


two-year colleges are proposing to drop state financ- 
ing of "primarily recreational" classes — the ones 
Gov. Brown has called "frills." 


The Community Colleges Board of Governors 


said this week that legislation would be introduced to 
have such classes paid for either by student^ fees, 
local taxes, or a combination of the two. 


The Legislature, at Brown's request, pul a 5 per. 


cent limit this year on growth in the rapidly expand- 
ing community college and adult education systems. 


The governor has suggested that the public 


shouldn't be paying for courses like macrame,' scuba 
diving and astrology, which are offered at "some 
colleges. 


A community colleges spokesman, who asked not 


to be identified, said the board of governors hasn't 
decided which classes are "primarily recreational," 
but the legislation may include guidelines. 
, 


The colleges' state chancellor, Sidney Bro^sman, 


said the board of governors was trying to deal with 
"the hard problems of limited state funds. 


"If this board had not taken on this very,.great 


responsibility, then I'm sure it would have been.taken 
on by others, meaning the Legislature and the admin- 
istration, and the result might have been much less 
palatable," Brossman said.

Establishing 
a 
good 


credit rating can be a 
problem both for young 
people just starting out 
and for formerly married 
women who, because of di- 
vorce or death, suddenly 
find themselves on their' 
own. (New laws are de- 
signed to prevent discrimi- 
nation because of sex in 
credit transactions.) 


Here is some advice 


from the Rutgers exten- 
sion service on how to 
establish a good credit rat- 
ing: 


—Get a full- or part- 


time job. Be aware that 
you might have to work 
for several months, how- 
ever, before you can quali- 
fy for a loan or other type 
of credit. 


—Open a checking ac- 


count in your own name. 
This applies 
also to 


married women who have 
joint accounts with their 
husbands. An additional 
individual account is a big 
plus in building an individ- 
ual credit rating. 


—Apply for a ready- 


check or overdraft ac- 
count with your bank. This 
is the kind of account that 
lets you write a check for 
more than your balance 
with the bank providing an 
automatic loan. You don't 
have to use this provision, 
but the fact that you have 
been accepted will..be to 
your advantage. 


—Apply for a credit 


card. You may need a co- 
signer on the application 
to begin with; later you 
can have the account in 
your own name only. 


—Borrow cash from a 


bank or credit union. Bor- 
rowing money and repay- 
ing it promptly is one way 
to improve your credit rat- 
ing. People who think of 
themselves as having good 
credit ratings, because 
they always use'-cash and 
never borrow are mistak-. 
en; lenders have no idea 
of their reliability. 


Reminder: 
federal 


legislation regulates retail 
credit bureaus and their 
operations. If you are' 
turned down for a loan, for 
a job or for insurance be- 
cause of a report from a 
credit bureau, the compa- 
ny must tell you the name 
and address of the agency 
that issued the bad report. 


You have the right to 


'know, everything, 
except 


medical information, that 
is in your file. You also 
may have disputed infor- 
mation investigated again 
and have false .data re- 
moved.

mulated by her former boss, Richard Nixon, when he 
was president. 


;; . Miss Woods. Nixon's White House secretary, had 
sought permission to recover what she said were 
personal and private items from among millions of 
White House documents currently tied up in a compli- 
cated legal fight. 


U.S. District Judge Aubrey Robinson had agreed 


to allow Miss Woods to take possession of the items, 
which include transcripts of sealed court proceedings 
and materials relating to one of the remaining Water- 
gate mysteries, the 1814-minute tape gap. 


The gap occurred on a crucial White House tape. 


Miss Woods testified in court that she had accidental- 
ly erased part of it by reaching for a telephone while 
transcribing the tape. 


A typewriter and desk lamp figured in the testi- 


mony and Miss Woods is attempting to get them 
back. 


Among other items she recks are books, personal 


mementos, Easter cards, soapstone elephants, 48 tie 
tacks, 13 batteries, Richard Nixon pens and a glass 
terrarium with plants. 


She also seeks a long list of legal documents and 


papers related to Watergate. 


The material had been scheduled 'to be turned 


'over to Miss Woods Monday morning. By granting 
the Reporters Committee for the Freedom of the 
Press a temporary stay, Judge Robinson allows an 
appeal to be filed by the committee in the U.S. Court 
of Appeals.

Truman's presidency. FBI 
Director J. Edgar Hoover 
sent the White House the 
results of his spy opera- 
tions against the NAACP, 
a national labor union, a 
member of the Senate and 
a group of newspapers be- 
cause, Hoover wrote, "I 
believe that the President 
will be interested." 


IN EARLY 1956. during 


a Cabinet meeting on ra- 
cial tensions, Dwight D. 
Eisenhower listened ap- 
provingly as 
Hoover 


recounted the confidential 
political activities of 
southern governors 
and 


members of Congress who 
opposed integration. 


Beginning in 1961, John 


F. Kennedy's brother. 
Robert, then the'attorney 
general, ordered FBI 
wiretaps on at least four 
government officials, two 


. lobbyists, 
two reporters 


and Dr. Martin Luther 
King Jr. 


In 1964, Lyndon B. John- 


son asked Hoover to.send 
a "special team" of 
agents to Atlantic City to 
infiltrate and 'spy on 
potentially dissident dele- 
gates at the Democratic 
National Convention. Four 
years later, at Johnson's 
suggestion, Vipe-President 
Hubert Humphrey re- 
quested the same "serv- 
ice "for. Chicago. 


IN JULY, 1974. the 


House Judiciary Commit- 
tee recommended the 
impeachment' of Richard 
Nixon because, among 
other reasons, "he mis- 
used the FBI...and other 
executive personnel, in 
violation or disregard of 
the constitutional rights of 


citizens, by directing or 
authorizing such agencies 
to conduct or continue 
electronic surveillance or 
otlrer investigations for 
purposes unrelated to na- 
tional security." 


This was but one count 


among the charges lodged 
against Nixon, one which 
many of his judges consid- 
ered the most serious. 


When staff members of 


the Senate Select Commit- 
tee on Intelligence last 
week disclosed for the 
record the 35-year-history 
of "political abuse and the 
FBI" the question went 
begging: What was the 
difference between Rich- 
ard Nixon and his pre- 
decessors at least as far 
back as FDR? 


THE committee staff 


supplied part of the an- 
swer when it said that the 
name-checks and wiretaps 
that led to the scandal 
called Watergate "were 
undoubtedly" based on 
"precedents" 
established 


during five previous presi- 
dencies. 


And the staff concluded 


that "when L. Patrick 
Gray as Acting FBI Direc- 
tor destroyed documents 
and gave FBI reports to 
presidential aides whom 
the FBI should have been 
investigating after 
the 


Watergate break-in, he 
just carried to the ex- 
treme an established prac- 
tice of service to the White 
House." 


Similarly,

the 


voluminous 
Watergate 


proceedings show, when 
Nixon 'and his officious 
minions used the FBI, the 
IRS, the CIA and created 
the Plumbers and other 
secret groups to discredit 
"enemies," 
burglarize 


their offices .and cover 
these efforts wKh payoffs, 
they were carrying "to the 
extreme" a longstanding 
practice.

As former Ally. Gen. 


Nicholas 
Katzenbach 


noted in testimony before 
the committee-, the power 
of the presidency and the 
FBI grew during and be- 
cause of a period that in- 
cluded Prohibition, the 
Great Depression, three 
wars, the cold war, the 
civil rights movement and 
"the explosive growth of 
federal government." 


Thus, according to the 


documents made public by 
the committee staff, belea- 
guered presidents used the 
FBI and J. Edgar Hoover 
cleverly used presidents to 
protect themselves 
and 


what (hey saw as the na- 
tional interest during 
times of troubles.

!hat the U.S. would be 
forced into World War 11, 
feared with good reason 
that many of the "Ameri- 
ca First" members who 
opposed increased defense 
spending in 1940 were in

against the Nazis. 


Truman told an aide he 


was not interested in 
Hoover's 
"foolishness," 


but the president's men 
felt they were paid to be 
aware of possible political 
threats.

The central figure and 


common denominator who 
linked presidents of both 
parties and varying ideol- 
ogies in the pattern of 
political spying was Hoov- 
er. 


As the Senate commit- 


tee staff noted, even when 
presidents, didn't ask for 
his services. Hoover was 
happy to oblige them with 
political intelligence. For 
Hoover, the documents 
show, was primarily inter- 
ested in protecting his and 
the bureau's 
interests 


above everything, and 
building the FBI and his 
own image into unassail- 
able institutions. 


IN 1949, when the Na- 


tional Lawyers Guild, as 
the result of court disclo- 
sures, was preparing a 
report denouncing FBI 
domestic spying, Hoover— 
with advance information 
gained by spying—fired a 
memo 
to 
President 


Tru man disclosing the 
lawyers' plan and linking 
the organization to subver- 
sive elements. 


The record shows that 


Truman and other presi- 
dents, as well as members 
of Congress and leading 
private citizens, rarely 
challenged Hoover when 
he offered ill-gotten infor- 
mation and waved the flag 
of subversion and national 
security. 


Katzenbach, 
while 


pointing out that many of 
the recent disclosures of 
FBI conduct have been 
new and shocking, many 
other similar activities of 
Hoover have been well 
known.

WASHINGTON (AP) - 


The FBI sent four fake let- 
ters during a two-year 
program to start a dispute 
between organized crime 
and the Communist Party 
U.S.A., but failed to inter- 
est either side in battling 
the other, according to 
FBI documents disclosed 
Friday. 


"A dispute between the 


Communist Party U.S.A. 
and La Cosa Nostra would 
cause disruption of both 
groups ...," said a memo 
circulated at FBI head- 
quarters as the operation 
began in October, 1968. 


The program was called 


Operation Hoodwink and 
was one of 12 counter- 
intelligence programs in- 
tended to disrupt the U.S. 
Communist Party and 
such other groups as the 
Klu Hux Han, Students 
for a Democratic Society, 
the Black Panthers and 
civil rights organizations. 


THE FBI released -15 


pages of files on Operation 
Hoodwink in response to a 
Freedom of Information 
request filed by reporters 
for 10 news organizations 
seeking FBI documents on 
all of the so-called COIN- 
TELPRO activities. 


This was the first detail- 


ed public disclosure of 
Operation Hoodwink. 


According to the docu- 


ments, the New York FBI 
office launched the pro- 
gram with a leaflet sent to 
the Arrow Linen Supply 
Co. in Brooklyn in October 
1966. 


A spurious leaflet was 


signed by the Kings Coun- 
ty Communist Party, and 


condemned the company 
for maintaining "unbeliev- 
able sweatshop conditions 
of the 1930s." 


THE FBI memo de- 


scribed the company as 
the base of a "local U 
Cosa Nostra leader." 


A few months later, FBI 


headquarters 
authorized 


the New York office to 
mail anonymous letters, 
purportedly from Commu- 
nist Party members, to 
three alleged crime syndi- 
cate leaders whose arrest 
had been publicly report- 
ed. 


The letter was meant to 


give the impression that 
the Communist Party 
blamed the mob for a re- 
cent bombing at party 
headquarters in New 
York. 


In February, 1967, the 


New York FBI office re- 
ported to Washington 
headquarters, "To date, 
there has been no informa- 
tion that the anonymous 
letters mailed to three La 
Cosa Nostra leaders, (de- 
leted), caused any adverse 
reactions to the CPUSA." 


TIIE New York agents 


then asked for permission 
to plant an item with a 
local newspaper colum- 
nist. The columnist's 
name was deleted from 
the documents made pub- 
lic. 


The rejected item said 


there were rumors the 
Communists "are now 
ready to take on local 
hoodlum elements." 


The March 1967 .memo 


from the office of Director 
J. Edgar Hoover thanked 
the New York agents for 


the idea but rejected it be- 
cause "it has been decided 
that this technique ... 
might put the party in a 
favorable light. We must 
avoid giving favorable 
publicity to either group." 


THE documents also 


showed that the FBI wrote 
a letter to the editor of the 
Communist Party news- 
paper "The Worker," 
criticizing the crime 
syndicate for oppression of 
the working class. The let- 
ter was signed with the 
fictitious name I. Cohen. 


The New York agents 


said they believed that, if 
the Worker published the 
letter, "it could possible 
serve to start a dispute" 
between the Communists 
and the Mafia. 


But that failed because 


the Worker apparently 
never published the letter. 
The New York office re- 
ported in November 1967, 
that agents reviewed 17 
issues of the newspapers 
and concluded "it now ap- 
pears probable that this 
letter will not be publish- 
ed."

Covert action 
by CIA ripped

WASHINGTON (AP) - 


Covert- action aimed 
against foreign govern- 
ments has damaged the 
reputation of the United 
States and should be se- 
verely curbed, four nation- 
al security authorities said 
Friday. 


"Many of the problems 


which beset the intelli- 
gence community result 
from historical slips on the 
banana peel of covert ac- 
tion," said David A. 
Phillips, a former Central 
Intelligence Agency offi- 
cial and a veteran of 
many undercover opera- 
tions. 


"Our 
reputation has 


been damaged and our ca- 
pacity for ethical and 
moral world leadership 
has been impaired," said 
former Defense Secretary 
Clark Clifford. 


Clifford told the Senate 


Intelligence Committee 
that covert operations 
have gotten out of hand. 


"THE knowledge re- 


garding such operations 
has become so wide- 
spread," he said, "that 
our country has been ac- 
cused of being responsible 
for practically every inter- 
nal difficulty that has 
occurred in every country 
in the world." 


Cyrus Vance,' former 


deputy secretary of de- 
fense, says he believed it 
should be U.S. policy to 
engage in covert actions 
only when 
"absolutely 


essential" to the security 
of the nation. 


Vance said in the past 


there were times when 
hundreds of such actions 
were going on at once but 
that under his test, "I be- 
lieve the number of covert 
actions would be very, 
very small." 


The various witnesses 


served under both Repub- 
lican and Democratic 
presidents. By covert 
operations, 
they 
were 


referring to secret actions 
taken to influence another 
country's attitudes and 
public opinion, including 
attempts to change the 
government or course of 
events.

said. "Such operations are 
incompatible with our 
democratic institutions." 


The other witnesses said 


the capability for such ac- 
tion should be retained. 
Phillips said that ending 
covert operations entirely 
would be like disbanding 
the army in peacetime or 
"abolishing the office of 
the president because it 
has been once abused." 
. 
He proposed taking cov- 


ert action out of the CIA 
and' lodging it in a small 
office of no more than 100 
persons that could be easi- 
ly monitored by a congres- 
sional 
oversight 


committee. 


CLIFFORD and Vance 


proposed a complete over- 
haul of the 1947 National 
Security Act to make cer- 
tain that all covert action 
proposals are considered 
and approved only at the 
top level of the executive 
branch and reviewed in 
advance of their imple- 
mentation by a congres- 
sional committee. 


Clifford, who helped 


write the 1947 law that 
created the CIA, said the 
House-Senate 
oversight 


panel should not have veto 
power but should be able 
to make its views known 
to the president. 


If a president decided to 


proceed in the face of the 
committee's disapproval 
he would do so "at his own 
peril," Clifford said. 


Clifford also proposed 


creating a "director 
general of intelligence" to 
coordinate the activities of 
the CIA and other U.S. 
intelligence-gathering 
agencies and to make sure 
their agents obey the law. 


"The close supervision 


provided for in this con- 
,cept will inescapably 
'diminish the number of 
covert operations," Clif- 
ford said. "In my view 
this is a highly desirable 
result."

questioned pointed out

:hat the estrogens, which 
are given to alleviate the 
symptoms and 
after-ef- 


fects of the menopause, di- 
rectly cause cancer. In the 
absence of such proof, 
they said, no drastic 
change in practice is war- 
ranted. 


Those doctors who have 


been liberal in their pre- 
scription of estrogens, giv- 
ing them to virtually all 
menopausal women for in- 
definite periods, said that 
in their views the benefits 
of the hormones still out- 
weigh the risks. 


THE doctors .who tradi- 


tionally have been more 
conservative in prescrib- 
ing 'estrogens, restricting 
them to wpmen with se- 
vere menopausal symp- 
toms, for a period of one 
to fo.ur years, said that the 
drug is clearly useful for 
such.women even if it may 
increase their risk of 
developing cancer of the 
endometrium, or lining of 
the uterus.

. a Beverly Hills gynecolo- 
gist, said, "When we drive 
the freeways here we take 
a risk in order to get there 
faster." But he and most 
of the other doctors ques- 
tioned said that the patient 
should participate in the 
evaluation of benefit ver- 
sus risk and that, such 
participation meant that 
the women must be told of 
the possible hazards of 
estrogen therapy. 


The reports said that 


menopausal and

menopausal women who 
take estrogens (the vast 
majority take a drug call- 
ed Premarm, produced by 
Ayerst Laboratories from 
the urine of pregnant 
horses) face a 5 to 14 times 
increased risk of develop- 
ing endometrial cancer. 


VARIOUS cancer regis- 


tries have reported. that 
this disease has been ris- 
ing in frequency greatly in 
recent years. Doctors say 
that the increase has 
occurred not in the typical 
kinds of endometrial can- 
cer patients — women in 
the 60s and 70s who are 
obese, diabetic or have 
high blood pressure — but 
in younger, slender other- 
wise healthy women. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Depart- 


ment of Health, Education and Welfare 
said Friday it would resume performing 
abortions in the 60 hospitals it runs 
around the country, even in states with 
antiabortion laws. 


HEW followed the lead of the Penta- 


gon last September in lifting the abor- 
tion ban imposed on federally operated 
hospitals by former President Richard 
Nixon in 1971. 


Under the policy change, the Public 


Health Service will offer abortions as a 
wide range of services to families of 
Indians, merchant seamen and military 
personnel. 


"While it continues to be the policy 


of the Public Health Service to comply 
with applicable state law.s, there need 
not be compliance where state law has 
been struck down by the courts or clear- 


ly is inconsistent with principles enunci- 
ated by the courts," said Dr. Louis 
Hellman, deputy assistant secretary for 
population affairs. 


He said the new HEW policy would 


observe the 1973 U.S. Supreme Court 
guidelines allowing abortion by demand 
during the first three months of preg- 
nancy and abortion under certain re- 
strictions during the second three 
months. 


Hellman said the abortions would be 


performed only in hospitals. He said no 
doctor or other health professional who 
objects to abortions for moral or medi- 
cal reasons would be forced to perform 
such an operation. 


The new HEW policy applies to the 


eight Public Health Service hospitals, 51 
Indian Health Service hospitals and St. 
Elizabeth's Hospital in Washington, 
D.C. 


Artificial gene produced 
by Harvard biochemists 


CAMBRIDGE, 
Mass. 


(AP) 
— Artificial produc- 


tion of a mammalian gene 
for the first time has been 
announced by a research 
team of biochemists at 
Harvard University. 


The gene produced was 


one used by rabbits to pro- 
duce hemoglobin. This is 
found in red blood cells 
and carries oxygen to all 
parts of the rabbit's body. 


Genes are integral parts 


of chromosomes which are 
found inside the nucleus 'of 
each living cell. Genes 
carry the hereditary blue- 
print which builds and 
controls the animal. 


Research team member 


Allen Maxam said the 
technique developed by 
the group provides a sim- 
ple, quick way to isolate . 
specific genes. 


• "The ultimate goal is to 
understand how genes are 
expressed in higher organ- 
isms," he said after the 
announcement 
Thursday 


. of the development. 


Other members of the 


research team are Argiris 
Efstratiadis, Fdtis Kafatos 
and Thomas Maniatis. 


Genes are made from a 


chemical with the nick- 
name DNA. Under normal 
circumstances the cells 


that produce new red 
blood cells are told by a 
section of their DNA with 
the help of enzymes to 
make a new molecule call- 
ed RNA for building hemo- 


globin. 


The 
new 
molecule 


moves away, gathers 
protein-producing materi- 
al around itself and builds 
the hemoglobin.

A chief witness against 


him was Mary Burnahm, 
a former patient who 
claimed "an act of sexual 
perversion committed 
upon her by Dr. Grumbles 
in 1963." 


But the court noted: 


"Not 
only did Mrs. Bur- 


nahm then fail to com- 
plain of this act, she con- 
tinued as a patient... until 
the parties' separation in 
May of 1970." 


The court also noted 


that Karen Woznicki, 
another patient, testified 
that Dr. Grumbles had se- 
duced her when she was 
under hypnosis." 


Mrs. 
Woznicki also con- 


tinued as a patient, said 
the court, and "the doctor 
dismissed her as a patient 
despite her urgent en- 
treaties that he continue 
her in his care." 


The court said another' 


witness against Grumbles, 
a former patient named 
Gearhhard Malessa, is 
now married to the former 
Mrs. Grumbles. 


The court named one 


other witness against

The court noted: "Dr.

patients sided with Mrs.

NAIROBI, Kenya — An 


international assembly of 
Christians on Friday 
sounded the Swahili cry of 
"uhuru," meaning free- 
dom from chains seen as 
binding many peoples — 
economically, 
politically 


and religiously. 


All people have the 


right to freely determine 
their political systems and 
freely pursue their lives, 
but "these rights are often 
violated by governments 
and power systems," the 
general assembly of the 
World Council of Churches 
said. 
Church group 
hits modern 
'life attitude' 


NAIROBI, Kenya (AP) 


_ Delegates to the World 
Council 
of 
Churches 


assembly Friday were 
revising a document citing 
some modern scientific 
procedures that they be- 
lieve challenge the Chris- 
tian view of the sanctity of 
human life. 


Among procedures cited 


are fetal experimentation, 
artificial prolongation of 
life, genetic engineering, 
attempts to control the sex 
of offspring and behavior- 
al control. 


It added that for those 


"who are powerless to cry 
out, we are called to be 
the voice of the voiceless 
and the advocates of the 
oppressed." 


The assembly, repre- 


senting 500 million believ- 
ers in 286 denominations 
of the West, the Soviet 
East and the poorer south- 
ern continents, said basic 
rights to religious freedom 
are among those abused. 


"Many Christians in dif- 


ferent parts of the world 
are in prison for reasons 
of conscience or for politi- 
cal reasons as a result of 
their seeking to respond to 
the total demands of the 
Gospel," the report said. 


It added that churches 


must "express in word 
and deed their solidarity 
with those people whose 
human rights and funda- 
mental freedoms are 
denied." 


The 6,000-word docu- 


ment was approved in sub- 
stance, but procedures 
were left open for addi- 
tions after several dele- 
gates urged inclusion of 
further specific details. 


"People are being killed 


and murdered in so-called 
Socialist countries," said 
the Rev. Thomas Hopko, a 
Wappingers Falls, N.Y., 
priest of the Orthodox 
Church in America. 


"We haven't begun to 


speak to the problem in 
this document." 


Meanwhile, 
it 
was 


learned that an effort by 
U.S. and West European 
churchmen to block the 
election of Russian Ortho- 
dox Metropolitan Nikodim 
of Leningrad as a council 
president has been drop- 
ped. 


No leader in the ranks 


of Eastern Orthodoxy 
could be found to run 
against him, leaders of the 
movement explained. 


"Those Orthodox are 


pretty solid," said William 
P. Thompson of New York 
City, head of the United 
Presbyterian Church, 
president of the U.S. Na- 
tional Council of Churches 
and a key figure in the 
effort. 


He said he had contact- 


ed leaders in several of 
the 
many 
Orthodox 


branches, but none was 
willing to challenge Metro- 
politan Nikodim whose 
Russian Orthodoxy is the 
most powerful of the 
branches. 


It was deemed neces- 


sary that any opposing 
candidate be Orthodox to 
preserve the denomina- 
tional balance on the six- 
member presidium, the 
election of which comes 
Saturday. 


In its document on 


"structures of 
injustice 


and struggles for libera- 
tion," the assembly said 
that besides outright op- 


pressions, such as impris- 
onment and torture, there 
are underlying 
systems 


denying human rights. 


Among those cited were 


unjust social structures, 
economic exploitation, po- 
litical manipulation, mili- 
tary power, class domina- 
tion, 
psychological 


conditioning, racism and 
sexism. 


Women still are largely 


excluded from 
decision- 


making processes in the 
church, which prevents its 
"full unity," the report 
said. It encouraged steps 
for their fuller participa- 
tion, including special 
attention to ordination, 
and also said: 


"Inclusive imagery and 


language about God and 
the people of God is cru- 
cial to the self-identity and 
faith of women. A variety 
of both masculine and 
feminine images of God 
need to be used in order to 
reflect the depth of the 
mystery of God who tran- 
scends all human meta- 
phors." 


In urging full-scale 


struggle against 
the 


"demonic character" of 
racism, the report said: 


"Southern Africa de- 


serves continued priority 
in the churches' combined 
efforts because of the 
churches' own involve- 
ment in the area and be- 
cause of the legal enforce- 
ment of racism there."

Bear made the mistake 


of resisting the authority 
of his bishop, who happens 
to be his brother-in-law. So 
Bear was given the disci- 
pline of "shunning." He is 
a non-person as far as the 
church is concerned. No 
one must speak to him. 
This includes his wife. No 
one must do business with 
him. He lives in a little 
trailer at a distance from 
his house on his 400-acre 
farm. He broods over his 
wrongs and seeks justice. 
There is even a book 
which he helped to write. 


This is a fanatical little 


church clinging stubbornly 
to notions of 400 years ago. 
Civilization has passed it 
by. But Bear's problem 
concerns all churches be- 
cause all do in one way or 
another practice excom- 
munication. 


In its harshest form 


excommunication is utter 
hell to the true believer. 
He is cut off from God and 
his friends. A medieval 
king knelt in the snow for 
hours in front of the Vati- 
can praying that the Pope 
would forgive him. (The 
Pope did.) 


Excommunication 
is 


punishment only to those 
who truly believe. Persons 
of lukewarm or no faith 
would laugh wryly and go 
elsewhere. 


Forma'I excommunica- 


tion is seldom practiced 
today. Trials for heresy 
are 
considered rather 


messy. Of course, there is 
self-excommunication. In 
some denominations the 
person who is divorced 
and remarries excom-' 
municates himself. 


But informal excom- 


munication— "shunning," 
withdrawal of fellowship 
— can occur in any 
church. 


Let's think of the Uni- 


tarian Church. It is prob- 
ably the most liberal of all 
churches. Even an atheist 
can be a Unitarian. But 
imagine a Unitarian who

You 
would be amazed at how 
frequently this happens. 
Be sure you provide the 
exact time and date, name 
of church, street address 
and name of city. To just 
say "Trinity 
Church" 


means nothing because 
there 
are 
dozens of 


churches named Trinity. 


Be sure to get news in 


on lime. The deadline is 
Thursday at noon. 


• Keep your eyes open for 


personalities who have 
interesting stories to tell. 
Drop a note or phone if 
you have an idea. Not all 
ideas are usable in a 
newspaper, but don't hesi- 
tate to let the Religion 
Editor know. 


In planning your pub- 


licity, make a distinction 
between what is of intra- 
mural and what is of 
general interest. A church 
election is interesting to 
the membership but not to 
the community. A pastoral 
change is interesting to 
the community. Events 
such as concerts do at- 
tract people from the com- 
munity and should be an- 
nounced. A major building 
program has community 
interest. 


Don't be shy about 


frying. Anyone who has 
been a publicity writer 
knows he can't win them 
all. 


If possible use a type- 


writer. Not many people 
write good longhand these 
days. If an editor can't 
read it, he can't print it.

The Catholic Church 


does indeed regard itself 
as the one vtrue Church 
founded by Christ and 
therefore the repository of 
tidiness of truth and the 
means necessary to salva- 
tion. However. Mr. Terry 
fails to take into account 
an important factor known 
as "invincible ignorance," 
a theological term that 
simply means that many 
non-Catholics are unable 
to recognize their obliga- 
tion to be Catholics. To act 
from invincible ignorance 
is not formally sinful, be- 
cause the person who so 
acts, even though he per- 
forms actions which are 
objectively wrong, is una- 
ware, through no fault -of 
his own, that he is doing 
wrong. 


Moreover, no one faces, 


eternal condemnation un- 
less he dies in mortal sin. 
And, as Mr. Terry'.un- 
doubtedly knows, the three 
requirements for mortal 
sin are that (1). it must 
involve a serious matter, 
(2) the offender must know 
that the offense is sinful, 
and (3) he must commit 
the offense of his own free 
will and accord. 


Obviously, then, 
the 


conscientious Jew, Mos- 
lem, or pagan is not going 
to be consigned to hell 
simply because he seeks- 
salvation outside the Cath- 
olic Church. . 
• 


Mr. Terry would do well 


to review his catechism. 
Although 
non-Catholics 


are not necessarily re- 
sponsible for their beliefs, 
heretical Catholics are.

which Hanukah, the Jew- 
ish Feast of Light and 
Dedication, 
received on 


one of the religion pages 
of the Independent Press- 
Telegram of November 
29th calls for some round- 
ing out and clarification. 


A student of history 


would have difficulty dis- 
covering a "Greek army" 
in the field during the Sec- 
ond Century, B.C.E. The 
enemy of the Maccabees 
in those days was Antio- 
chus of Syria who was not 
satisfied with the military 
and political subjugation 
of the Jewish people hi 
their land, but who with 
missionizing zeal tried to 
replace Judaism with 
Hellenism. Just as expo- 
nents of "Americanism" 
too often tend to narrow 
and limit or even squelch 
the free spirit which 
undergirdes this nation, so 
the Hellenism which was 
espoused by Antiochus and 
lu's ilk was a far cry from 
"the 
glory that was 


Greece". 


The fight in which the 


Maccabees engaged was 
not merely "a family af- 
fair". Mattathias and his 
sons managed to rally the 
loyalist factions in the 
Holy Land (at first a 
minority in the 
Jewish 


population) to counteract 
the corroding influence of 
Hellenism which had en- 
ticed some influential Jew- 
ish families to yield to the 
temptation of assimilation. 
The battle then raged on 
two fronts — within and 
without — and whatever 
mark the guerilla tactics 
of the Maccabees may 
have made in the annals 
of warfare cannot com- 
pare to the decisive place 
which they and their' fol- 
lowers occupy in the 
spiritual history of man- 
kind. 


In a vast pagan world, 


much of which was thor- 
oughly Hellenized, Juda- 
ism practiced by a small 
people, triumphed over 
Hellenism. Hence, 
the 


symbol of the Festival is 
not a sword but the Meno- 
rah, a .candlelabrum testi- 
fying to the significance of 
the light of Judaism re- 
maining ablaze against all 
odds through threatening 
storms and deepening 
darkness. 


This was indeed a deci- 


sive moment in history. 
For if the Maccabees had 
failed and Hellenism had 
been victorious, the entire 
course of the religious 
history of mankind would 
have been totally differ- 
ent. Without the first 
Hanukah, the first Christ- 
mas could not have hap- 
pened. With Judaism 
dead, it is more than dubi- 
ous that Christianity, or 
later Islam, could have 
come into being. Even the 
spiritual tenor and texture 
of America whose found- 
ing fathers drew so heavi- 
ly upon the Hebrew Scrip- 
tures, would not have been 
possible because those 
Scriptures most 
likely

BYU fights 
to uphold 
standards

Young University are a 
rarity on the modern 
educational scene, and the 
Mormons who run the uni- 
versity are fighting what 
they consider a threat to 
its integrity by the federal 
government. 


Taking such a stance of 


resistance is unusual for 
the Church of Jesus Christ 
of Latter-day Saints, 
which traditionally has 
stressed civic dutifulness 
and compliance with gov- 
erning authority. 


But "our justification as 


an institution is at stake," 
says the university's presi- 
dent, Da'llin H. Oaks, a 
former trial attorney and 
law professor. 


HE SAYS says the new 


controls have appalled 
many church-run colleges. 


"What they're doing is 


illegal, goes beyond the 
act of Congress and be- 
yond the U.S. Constitu- 
tion." He notes that not in 
this century have Mor- 
mons raised 
such a 


challenge to government 
regulations. 


In this case, however, 


they strike at "an impor- 
tant part of our function 
as a Christian teaching 
institution, at part of our 
religious philosophy," he 
said in an interview. "It's 
a fundamental matter." 


As unusual as the Mor- 


mon protest are the uni- 
versity's codes of conduct 
themselves, which insist 
on standards of personal 
behavior and appearance 
that have gone by the 
wayside on most cam- 
puses. 


Under those rules, stu- 


dents and staff must ad- 
here 
to 
sexually 


distinguishing modes of 
dress and grooming, shun 
drugs, tobacco, alcohol, 
coffee and tea, disav.ow 
cheating or other dis- 
honesty, and pledge adher- 
ence to the law of chastity. 


Violations are cause for 


expulsion. Any students in- 
volved in premarital or 
extramarital sex are 
"counseled out" by their 
religious counselors, who 
also interview them before 
admission to determine if 
they are morally qualified. 
They sign forms attesting 
to their moral commit- 
ments. 


BUT the new federal 


regulations would "pre- 
vent us from taking ac- 
tion" about violatiens of 


ior, says Oaks. "It's an 
attack on one of the 
important and unique 
values of our school, a 
part of our religious phi- 
losophy and theory of 
learning." 


The university at Provo, 


Utah, with 25,000 students, 
has the biggest full-time 
enrollment of any private 
institution of higher educa- 
tion in the country. About 
1,000 students, I per cent, 
are non-Mormons. 


Oaks. -13, head of the 


university for four years, 
said that maintaining its 
distinctive moral qualities 
is especially vital in a 
time when "the whole 
moral atmosphere of 
education has degenerated 
across the country. We're 
one of the few schools that 
still care how students be- 
have. It sets us apart." 


But he said new federal 


regulations, issued by the 
U.S. 
Department 
of 


Health, Education and 
Welfare under Title IX, a 
1972 law barring sex dis- 
crimination, goes beyond 
the law to prohibit jud'ging 
applicants in regard to 
abortions, 
pregnancies 


and other sex practices. 
WE DO NOT discriminate 
on the basis of sex," he 
said, emphasizing that the 
same moral standards are 
applied to both sexes. But 
he said the university will 
not heed parts of the new 
regulations that impede it 
from upholding its moral 
values. 


Students rejected or ex- 


pelled because of drugs, 
stealing or illicit sex, he 
said, may be readmitted 
only after 
repentance. 


"Nothing makes us happi- 
er, but it takes a while," 
he said. "Our philosophy 
is that children of God 
who make mistakes should 
be called to account so 
they can begin repentance 
and get back on the path 
of growth." 


However, "sexual sin is 


so serious it requires a 
prolonged period of re- 
pentance — measured in 
years, not days," he said. 


Oaks said the university 


also will refuse to abandon 
its requirements of distin- 
guishing dress for men 
and women, rules barring 
long hair for men and 
jeans for women. "Differ- 
ences in dress and groom- 
ing are proper expressions 
of God-given differences in 
thesexej," Oaks said.

Why do they quit? 
Where do they go? 


By MARK CLUTTER 


The minister entered his 


study and locked the door. 
He sat down, placed his 
head on his desk and sob- 
bed. He had just ended an 
adulterous affair, not his 
first. He dried his eyes, 
picked up his pen and 
wrote his letter of resigna- 
tion, beginning "I am 
unworthy to be a minister 
of the Lord —" 


He stood up, gave a 


farewell look at the com- 
fortable, book-filled room 
that had been his beloved 
workaday world for 20 
years; He dropped his 
clerical collar in the 
wastobasket and walked 
out into the sunlight, a 
free man. free at last from 
the title, "The Rev.," 
which had hung on him 
like a slave chain. 


Free and, for the time 


being, utterly lost. What 
does a man at age 43 do 
with the rest of his life 
when he has left the only 
work he knows how to do? 


When he got his head on 


a bit straighter he became 
a highly successful fund 
raiser for hospitals, col- 
leges— and churches! 


THE 
MAN'S story is 


both typical and not typi- 
cal, said a clergyman who 
probably knows as much 
as anybody about men 
who leave the ministry. 


"Very few ministers 


quit because of sexual 
problems," said the Rev. 
Condon H. Terry. "It does 
happen, of course. Another 
popular misconception is 
that they quit because 
they have lost their faith. 
This is very seldom the 
case. 


"This man is typical of 


ex-ministers who are suc- 
cessful in other work. With 
few exceptions, they go 
into work similar to a 
minister's. A fund raiser 
serves people. He counsels 
them and tries to under- 
stand their needs." 


Terry 
understands 


ministers who quit be- 
cause his ministry for five 
years has been to help 
them. 


In a way Terry himself 


"quit" although he never 
left the ministry. For 18 
years he was the Pres- 
byterian pastor in a small 
city in South Dakota. His 
children were growing up 
— five of the eight were in 
college. He felt he must do 
something different with 
his life. 


So he resigned his pas- 


torate and founded Main- 
stream International, Inc., 
now 
headquartered 
at 


10302 I.eserford Ave., 
Downey. (He is also pastor 
of First United Presbyte- 
rian Church, "the Little 
Brown Church," at Atlan- 
tic Avenue and Fifth 
Street.) 


THE 
FUNCTION of 


Mainstream, which was 
founded more than five 
years ago, is to help 
ministers, 
including 


priests, nuns and rabbis, 
to find themselves and 
their place in the world. 
Terry has become ac- 
quainted with all the de- 
nominations. " I have met • 
every Episcopal bishop in 
the United States." he 
said. 


Mainstream uses tech- 


niques similar to those of 
the best personnel offices 
of industry. Each individu- 
al is" carefully studied. 
There are batteries of 
questionnaires and tests. 
Mainstream gets a full 
profile of its client. From 
this it is possible help the 
person to understand him- 
self and to counsel him on 
the kind of career he 
should seek. Mainstream 
is not an employment 
agency. 


Why do people leave the 


ministry? 


"There are many an- 


swers to that," Terry said, 
"but a most 
important 


question is 'Why did they 
enter 
the 
profession?' 


When we find the answer 
to that, we start to under- 
stand them." 


Why should clergy leave 


their careers? Terry's an- 
swer is "Why not?" Auto 
mechanics 
sometimes 


change their occupations. 
Other professionals, in- 


cluding doctors, some- 
times take up different 
work or different direc- 
tions in their work. "But 
the minister, priest, nun, 
rabbi — it's different for 
them! If it's true, why is it 
true? 


"Remember that leav- 


ing the pastorate is not 
synonymous with aban- 
doning the church, and it 
does not mean leaving the 
ministry. There are all 
kinds of ministry for our 
Lord that can be carried 
out in the market place of 
the world, and it does not 
haw to be geared-in to the 
functions of the institution- 
al church. 


"A Gallop Poll surrey 


has showed that there is 
little evidence that a 
weakening of faith is in- 
volved in the desire to 
leave the 'religious life,' 
and it has been my experi- 
ence that such is the 
case." 


He listed several rea- 


sons of the many why 
clergy leave: 


Some have financial 


difficulties. The pay is 
usually less. than lavish 
and often is very small. 


Some have human rela- 


tions difficulties. A di- 
vorce of lay people affects 
two persons or perhaps a 
family. The divorce of a 
minister can wreck his ca- 
reer. 


Some feel a difficulty in 


communicating with the 
people. 


Some feel a lack of 


interest and devotion in 
the congregation. 


Some feel that the 


church, in their experi- 
ence, has become irrele- 
vant. 


AND THEN there is the 


erosion of time. Both men 
and women in all walks of 
life face in varying de- 
grees a sense that time is 
running out when they 
.reach the age of 40. "The

Moluccan nationalists 
released seven children 
from

Indonesian 


consulate Friday. They 
still held 55 hostages 
under threat of death in 
the consulate and aboard 
a hijacked train 90 miles 
to the north. 


A Moluccan and a hos- 


tage were reported wound- 
ed in an accident aboard 
the train and were taken 
to a hospital. 


Premier Joop den Uyl 


said there were "indica- 
tions" that new actions 
may be taken by Moluc- 
can exiles here demanding 
that their Pacific islands 
be granted independence 
from Indonesia. 


Den Uyl called the 


execution of a third hos- 
tage on the train Thursday 
a "cold-blooded murder" 
and declared his govern- 
ment was prepared to use 
force if any others are kill- 
ed. 


Authorities 
reported 


there was an "accidental 


explosion" aboard the 
train — stoppd in a field 
near the town of Beilen — 
that injured one of the five 
gunmen and a male hos- 
tage. They said the wound- 
ed Moluecan and hostage 
along with the wife of the 
hostage were escorted by 
two other gunmen to an 
. ambulance provided by se- 


curity forces, and the two 
escorts then returned to 
the train to rejoin their 
two companions there. 


No details were given 


about the explosion, but 
officials said earlier the 
gunmen had placed explo- 
sive devices in and around 
the four-coach train. 


In a telephone interview 


broadcast by Dutch televi- 
sion, one of the gunmen in 
the consulate said, "We 
are doing this because we 
have been badly treated 
for the past 25 years and 
pushed into a corner. We 
are not murderers. The 
Dutch people have turned 
us into murderers." 


The nationalists accuse 


Holland of "great injus- 


tice" for not supporting 
their demand for inde- 
pendence for South Moluc- 
ca. The Moluccas became 
part of Indonesia 25 years 
ago when the Indonesians 
won their fight against 
Dutch colonial rule, and 
Holland is powerless to 
meet the separatist de- 
mands. 


Holland also does not 


want to jeopardize its 
close relations with In- 
donesia by backing the 
South Moluccan claims, 
and the Jakarta govern- 
ment has declared it will 
not cede any of its islands. 


At the consulate, two 


Moluccan mediators spoke 
briefly with the gunmen 
Friday and then withdrew, 
bringing with them a 12- 
year-old girl and a boy 
aged 14. Five youngsters 
had been permitted to 
leave previously. 


Police said that left 36 


hostages aboard the train 
held by four Molucca ns 
and six gunmen in the 
consulate with 19 hos- 
tages, including four chil- 


dren who were attending 
an Indonesian school in 
the building. 


At Amsterdam police 


headquarters, a spokes- 
man said an agreement 
had been reached with the 
gunmen in fhe consulate to 
suspend negotiations for 
the night. 


Two men were killed 


Tuesday when the Moluc- 
cans seized the train. The 
bodies lay by the tracks 
until the gunmen permit- 
ted an ambulance to re- 
move them Friday. In 
Amsterdam, a consulate 
official was wounded as he 
fled the building when the 
gunmen stormed it Thurs- 
day. 


Hundreds of troops and 


army vehicles were sent 
to reinforce police and sol- 
diers ringing the train, 
which stood outside the 
town of Beilen. The royal 
marines and state police 
were on full alert, and 
scores of police and sharp- 
shooters ringed the consu- 
late.

On Nov 26, a TWA jumbo jet carrying 114 


persons from Philadelphia to Los Angeles and an 
American Airlines plane with 194 passengers and 
crew narrowly missed colliding over Michigan.

United spokesman Marc Michaelson said of the 


latest near-collison. "They were pretty close togeth- 
er. Our pilot was cleared to go into a holding pattern 
when the other plane came up behind him."

Afterward, said the pas- 
senger, a Wilmette man who travels 55,000 to 70,000 
miles a year on business, "The captain apologized 
and said these incidents do happen. • He said, 'I 
understand you all being upset.

to Suharto at a state ban- 
quet, Ford said the United 
States "regards itself as a 
Pacific nation" and "we 
remain firmly committed 
to peace and security in 
Southeast 
Asia 
and 


throughout Asia." 


Ford told Suharto he 


came to Indonesia follow- 
ing a four-day visit to 
China "because of Ameri- 
ca's continuing interest in 
your country's 
security 


and well-being." 


Suharto, who met with 


Ford in the United States 
earlier this year, said in 
his dinner toast that the 
U.S. 
attitude toward his 


country is "always under- 
standing and giving posi- 
tive response to the prob- 
lems 
and 
needs 
of 


Indonesia." 


THERE were no out- 


standing 
issues 
for 


discussion between the 
two presidents. Ford 
favors increased military 
and economic aid to In- 
donesia, but that was not a 
matter that could be set- 
tled in Jakarta. 


The Indonesian govern- 


ment gave Ford a warm 
welcome. A police-esti- 
mated crowd of 100,000 
lined his motorcade route 
into Jakarta. The Presi- 
dent was presented with 
lavish gifts, including a 
handmade silver service 
for 12 and a large and 
unique music box made in 
good part of hand-crafted 
silver. 


Following the banquet, 


the President, Mrs. Ford, 
daughter Susan and mem- 
bers of Ford's party were 
entertained 
until near 


midnight by 
Indonesian 


dancers from various re- 
gions of the archipelego 
nation. At the end, Ford 
and Suharto and their 
wives went on stage so the 
American President and 
his wife could present 
flowers to the dancers and 
pose with them for a 
group picture. 


FORD WAS almost hid- 


den from view by his wife 
during the picture-taking 


and a dancing girl stood in 
front of Suharto. 


En route to Jakarta 


from Peking a senior 
American official aboard 
Air Force One told news- 
men the biggest plus from 
Ford's Peking summit 
was the balancing off of 
China, the Soviet Union 
and the United States. 


The official, who de- 


clined to be identified, 
spoke of the wide-ranging 
impact of U.S.-China poli- 
cy, based in large part on 
discouraging Soviet expan- 
sionism. He also touched 
on eventual U.S. recogni- 
tion of Peking.' 


This subject touched off 


a sharp statement from 
the Nationalist Chinese 
Foreign Ministry in Tai-

Democratic convention process by 
liberal 1972 delegates, it will be 
hard for delegates to agree upon a 
compromise candidate among the 
many Democrats seeking the nomi- 
nation, Ranney said. 


He predicted that Wallace 


would come in with more delegate 
votes-although far short of a 
majority—because of the "highly 
dedicated amateurs" working for 
him. 


Ranney compared them to the 


hard-working amateurs who were 
able" to win the Republican nomina- 
tion for Barry Goldwater in 1964 
and the Democratic nomination for 
George McGovern in 1972. 


But when it comes time to try 


to find a candidate a majority of 
the delegates can agree on, there 


will be so many bad feelings among 
"the contenders who fought each 
other in the primaries that some- 
one who isn't formally running will 
be tabbed, Ranney predicted. 


"I think it will be someone well- 


known like Edward Kennedy or Hu- 
bert Humphrey," he said. 


But it won't be the traditional 


power "brokers"—the state and 
local party leaders—who arrange 
the nomination behind closed doors, 
Ranney said. Reforms enacted by 
McGovern delegates at the last 
convention would make that dif- 
ficult. 


"I think the candidates will de- 


cide it themselves," he said. 


Ranney, who noted that both 


political parties have been declining 
in membership, power and influ- 
ence, warned that the two parties 
give the American political process 
the "cohesion it needs to operate."

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10-cent hike in bus fare 
to be urged next year

Southern California Rapid 


Transit District (RTD) directors 
will be urged to increase the basic 
bus fare by 10 cents in the coming 
fiscal year, RTD General Manager 
Jack Gilstrap said Friday. 


Gilstrap told the Assembly 


Committee on Transportation meet- 
ing in Los Angeles that a fare in- 
crease would be needed to meet 
rising costs. 


He noted that RTD expenses 


would exceed available revenue by 
$29 million in the fiscal year begin- 


. ning July 1, 1978. And he said that 
deficit would increase to at least 
$240 niillion over a five-year period. 


The present RTD basic fare is 


25 cents for two zones and 50 cents 
for a rider crossing two zones into 
a third. Any fare increase would 
have to be approved by the RTD 
board, but Gilstrap said the staff 
would propose the 10-cent increase 
for July 1. 


Gilstrap said lowering the basic 


fare to 25 cents in the last two 
years has helped increase ridership 
by 42 per cent. 


However, lowered fares and 


fare concessions to the elderly, 
handicapped and students have 
created an additional burden to 
taxpayers who subsidize the serv- 
ices. 


He said simply to maintain the 


existing level of service would re- 
quire additional funding in the next 
two years,.and if service is to.be 
improved, even larger amounts of 


state and local money will be re- 
quired. 


He urged the committee to 


consider several possible funding 
methods to create new revenue for 
transit operations, including in- 
creasing the in-lieu tax on motor 
vehicles from 2 per cent to 3 per 
cenl of market value. 


Another alternative would be a 


one-cent increase in gasoline taxes 
or a one-cent increase in the sales 
tax, he said. 


"This problem is statewide and 


there needs to be a substantial, 
continuing source of financial aid 
for transit," he said. "The need for 
legislative action in the coming ses- 
. sion (of the Legislature) is vital if 
transit progress is not to be revers- 
ed by inflation and deterioration of 
equipment and facilities." 


Ambulance fee hearing slated 


A $40 rate for the city-operated 


emergency ambulance service to 
transport a patient to the closest 
approved medical facility will be 
recommended Tuesday to the Long 
Beach Bureau of Franchises. 


The bureau, which will meet at 


l':30 p.m. in the City Hall council 
chamber, was authorized last 
month to establish rates for the 
emergency ambulance service 
when it is taken over by the .Fire 
Department next month. 


If the senior paramedic of the 


ambulance crew determines that 


. the service is noneinergency, an 


additional fee of $25 will be assess- 
ed. This is to discourage use of the 
city ambulances for nonemeregen- 
cy service. 


If a patient or a responsible 


individual requests transportation 
to an approved medical facility 
other than the closest one, an addi- 
tional $5 will be charged. 


These recommendations are by 


Lriuis Possner, chief engineer of the 
Bureau of Franchises. Because the 
ordinance authorizing the bureau to 
set rates is not effective until Dec. 
26, Possner said, he is recommend- 
ing the bureau adopt a motion of its 
intention to set such rates, and to 
adopt them formally at a special 
meeting Dec. 30. 


Possner said the city man- 


ager's 
office 
believes 
the 


emergency ambulance rates should 


be high enough to cover anticipated 
costs, but should not attempt a 
"profit-making" operation. 


"On the other hand, private 


ambulance companies are concern- 
ed that if the rates are set substan- 
tially lower than the .ones they 
would charge for comparable sen'-, 
ice, this would encourage persons 
lo call the city for service of a non- 
emergency nature," Possner said. 


The city's Department of 


Administrative Management, 
whose analysis and report to the 


City Council was the basis for the 
decision for city operation of emer- 
gency ambulance service, recom- 
mended the §40 basic rate. 


Possner said his analysis indi- 


cates 
the 
average 
private 


ambulance company would charge 
about $44 for comparable service 
and that his recommended rates 
will not be excessive. 


Approved medical facilities for 


the emergency service will be 
designated by the fire chief, Poss- 
ner said. 


Minor change in L.B. 
bus route to be asked 


The Long Beach City Council 


and the city's Bureau of Franchises 
will be urged Tuesday to seek a 
minor route change in the new 
downtown Los Angeles minibus sys- 
tem to provide a bus link from 
Long Beach to Union Station. 


The council meets at 9 a.m. 


Tuesday and the bureau at 1:30 
p.m., both in the City Hall council 
chamber. 


Robert J. Swan of Long Beach, 


who describes himself as a "public 
transit catalyst," asked the two 
city bodies by letter to join him in 
requesting the Rapid Transit Dis- 


trict's mihnus service route be 
amended to stop at the RTD-.Grey- 
hound bus depot at Seventh and Los 
Angeles streets. 


Buses from Long Beach, San 


Pedro, Seal Beach and Santa Ana 
all terminate at the Seventh and 
Los Angeles depot, Swan said, and 
the route change he proposes would 
enable passengers to transfer to the 
downtown Los Angeles minibus 
service. 


This minibus system serves not 


only Union Station, but also the 
Music Center and Los Angeles City

Avalon mayor objects to joint operation of steamer

The mayor of Avalon Friday 


said a proposal that the cross-chan- 
nel cruise ship S.S. Catalina be 
jointly operated by his city and the 
Los Angeles Harbor 
Department 


would be impractical and waste 
both time and money. 


Mayor Norman Perluss-was 


referring to a suggestion made by 
George Scott, Avalon mayor pro 
tern, to Los Angeles City Council 
president John S. Gibson, Jr., that 
the two cities enter into an agree- 
ment to assure continued operation 
of the 51-year-old "Big White 
Steamer." 


The mayor objected that, al- 


though Scott acted privately, he 
wrote to Gibson on a City of Avalon 
letterhead, which indicated the 
proposal was officially advocated 
by the Avalon City Council. 


Perluss, a counselor at Avalon 


High School for the past six years 
and a resident of the island since 


childhood, objected strongly to 
Scott's suggestion. 


"We have not been asked for 


any assistance by operators of the 
steamer," he said. 


"We (the City of Avalon) should 


not interfere with the operation of 


• Long Beach/Catalina Cruises which 


has given the island outstanding 
year-around. service. Private enter- 
prise could do a far better job of 


, operating, the steamer than the 


city. Any interference with that 
company could result in a reduc- 
tion in service and be a disservice 
to the island," Perluss said. 


Gibson referred Scott's sugges- 


tion to the harbor commission 
which in turn bucked the matter to 
the department's general manager, 
Fred B. Crawford, who said it is 
' under study. 


Supervisor James A. Hayes 


suggested Wednesday the county 
consider operating the ship during 
the offseason. Normally, the vessel 
has remained tied up in San Pedro 
from Labor Day weekend until 


about Memorial Day. 


Hayes suggested that, as a 


possible off-season use, the steamer 
could carry underprivileged chil- 
dren and senior citizens on over- 
night trips to a 41,000-acre conser- 
vancy wilderness area on the island 
operated by the county under a 1974 
agreement. 


The Avalon City Council voted 


3-2 Monday to endorse the study by 
Crawford and his staff but took no 
position on the proposal. 


Perluss objected to the coun- 


cil's acting on a matter which 
Avalon residents had not been told 
would be considered. 


Operators of the steamer and 


owners of companies associated 
with its operation may face legal 
action by Los Angeles Harbor for 
$105,000 owed in back.rent on the 
Catalina Terminal, dockage and 
wharfage fees, alleged unreported 
parking collections, and damages 
to harbor department property. 


Perluss pointed out that any 


new operators of the vessel might 


be liable for those debts. 


Among other problems facing 


officers of M.G.R.S., Inc., opera- 
tors of the ship, are upcoming ne- 
gotiations with seven maritime 
unions. Past attempts to work out 
new contracts have frequently idled 


the steamer for extended periods, 
the mayor pointed out. 


Crawford also indicated anoth- 


er potential labor problem. He 
noted that if the Harbor Depart- 
ment were to operate the ship, it 
would raise the question of who 


would man the vessel because most 
nonmanagement city employes are 
under civil service while the steam- 
er is now manned by maritime 
union members who would certain- 
ly fight to maintain their manning 
rights.

according to the forecast released this week bv the 
bCLA Graduate School of Management.

Business Forecast, and Dr. Larry J. Kimbell, direc- 
tor. 01 forecasting models, announced their findings at 
•the University's 24th annual Business Forecast.

A'jde the main thrust to the economy. The forecast 
•assumes that the lower tax rates on personal incomes 
adopted last May will be extended through 1976. 
—• This stimulus to consumer spending will be rein- 
forced by the declining rate of inflation, which will 
increase the real purchasing power of family in- 
comes.

Investment in residential and other construction 


Sad in producers' durable equipment will increase 
J5_oderately. Business inventories, which were re- 
duced sharply in 1975, will be increased again as 
sales continue to improve in 1976. 
„".;. Net exports of goods and services will continue 
tO'ibe postive, although the highly favorable trade 
Balance recorded in 1975 will be reduced in 1976. 
•*•-•'While the government sector will continue to 


expand in 197G, the huge federal deficit and the 
severe financial problems faced by many state and 
local governments will discourage efforts to increase 
public spending. 


MORE SPECIFICALLY, gross national product 


is predicted to rise by $163 billion or 11 per cent in 
1976 compared with an increase of 3SQ billion or 5.7 
per cent in 1975. However, correcting for inflation, 
"real" GNP will increase 5.6 per cent in 1976 com- 
pared with a decrease of 2.9 per cent in 1975. 


Total industrial production is expected to in- 


crease by 9.6 per cent in 1976 compared with a 
reduction of 8.6 per cent in 1975.

Kuwait official raps 
oil companies' policy 


By NICK POULOS Chicago Tribune 


BOCA RATON, Fla.— As recently 


as 1971, the price of the barrel of Mid- 
east oil was less than a barrel of miner- 
al water. 


In the 1950s and 1960s, the price of 


Mideast oil was maintained at an aver- 
age of $1.70 a barrel while the prices of 
other commodities and manufactured 
goods increased substantially. 


From the beginning of Mideast oil 


production, the international petroleum 
companies set the price of oil without 


, agreement or consultation with the 
producing countries. 


This is (he kind of history the Arabs 


throw back at Westerners who charge 
that the oil countries have taken unfair 
advantage of their stranglehold on a 
substantial portion of the world's oil. 


"WHEN THE Organization of Pe- 


troleum Exporting Countries (OPEO 
raised the price of its oil from $3 a 
barrel to more than $10 in October of 
1973, critics explained the action only in 
terms of the monopoly power wielded 
by the oil producers," said Abdlatif Al- 
Hamad, director general of the Kuwait 
Fund for Arab Economic Development. 


"All we did was take away from the 


big oil companies the pcrogative of fix- 
ing the price of our oil." 


Al-Hamad, who addressed the annu- 


al meeting of the. Securities Industry 
Association here, said the oil companies 
once set Mideast oil prices at a level 
which took into account the interests of 
the consuming nations but never the 
interest of the oil producing nations. 


"Because of the very low cost of 


producing Mideast oil, the oil compa- 
nies were able to realize bustantial 
profits while selling to their own coun- 
tries at relatively low prices," he said. 


"THE CHEAP energy policy was a 


boon to oil consumers. It played an 
important role in the unparalleled' 
expansion of the world economy in the 
post-war period. This is particularly 
true of. the phenomenal growth of'Japan 
and Western Europe. 


"But it was a policy that could nei- 


ther be maintained nor tolerated. 


"Inasmuch as the price of oil was 


kept artificially low, this policy was, in 
effect, a subsidization of the rich indus- 
trialized countries at the expense of the 
oil producers, most of whom at the time 
were poor and underdeveloped. 


"The cheap energy policy has the 


effect of encouraging the wasteful use 
of oil, which is our most precious natu- 
ral resource and a nonrenewable asset. 
And it was a policy which discouraged 
development of alternative sources of 
energy. 


"HISTORY WOULD certainly have 


been different if the industrialized coun- 
tries had followed a more realistic and • 
equitable energy policy." 


The Kuwait official said the oil price 


increase since late 1973 was designed 
partly to-reflect the overall inflationary 
trend. 


During the last five years, the price 


of wheat and rice has risen by 200 per 
cent, sugar and iron ore by 300 per cent, 
he said. And the price of gold during 
this period has risen by 400 per cent, he 
added. 


AI—Hamad said Western fears that 


the higher oil price would cause eco- 
nomic chaos have proved groundless. In 
addition, estimates of funds the OPEC 
members would build up over the years 
have* been grossly overestimated, he 
said. 


The World Bank, for example, had 


projected that total OPEC assets would 
rise to $1.2 trillion by the end of 1985. 
But OPEC surplus revenues will fall to 
about $36 billion in 1975 from $65 billion 
in 1974, he said. 


"THE ABSORPTIVE capacity of oil 


exporting countries is turning out to be 
greater than presumed," Al-Hamad 
said. The OPEC countries have enor- 
mous consumptive and investment 
needs. Surplus revenues, or savings 
after meeting current import costs and 
development requirements, have been 
much less than anticipated. 


AJ-Hamad explained that his Ku- 


wait Fund, which capital now totaling 
$3.4 billion, also is helping non-Arab 
developing countries • affected by 
the 


higher energy costs. 


in 1975 and 11 per cent in 1974. 


Civilian employment, which fell from an average 


level of 86 million'in 1974 to 84.8 million in 1975, is 
predicted to reach a record 86.9 million in 1976.

The more stable long-term 
interest rates, as measured by the yield on Moody's 
AAA Bonds, are predicted to average 8.7 per cent in 
1976, compared with 8.8 per cent in 1975, 8.6 per cent

Corporate profits after taxes are expected to 


establish a record $86 billion in 197C compared with 
S77 billion in 1975 and $85 billion in 1974. 


Stock prices, as measured by the Dow Jones

THE PREDICTION of higher stock prices next 


year is based on forecasts of higher corporate profits, 
fairly stable interest rates, and increased investor 
confidence as the business expansion continues. 


The apparent resolution of New York City's

The national economy is expected to expand 


each quarter in 1976. The UCLA forecast also calls 
for economic growth in 1977, in contrast to some

Week said Friday. 


Bargaining will center on money for straight

There will be no backing off on fringe or noneco-

For the last three years, 


"60 Minutes" has appear- 
ed on Sunday at an hour 
earlier, at 6 p.m., except 
during the summers, when 
it had different starting 
times, and during the pro 
football season, when it 
has" left the air because 
football would overlap into 
its time period. 


It now faces two prime 


evening time 
shows, 


NBC's veteran Walt Dis- 
ney series and ABC's new 
"Swiss Family Robinson." 


EXCLUDING the past 


three summers, when it 
appeared each week in 
prime time, this will be 
the first season "60 
Minutes" has had a week- 
ly broadcast in prime time 
since it began in Septem- 
ber 1968. 


And ii it does well in its 


new time period, it'll stay 
there on a year-round 
basis, says Lee Currlin, 
CBS' programming chief. 


Why is it now starting 


at 7 p.m.? Why didn't CBS 


start it again in its old 3 
p.m. time slot and follow 
it jrith a new family enter- 
tainment series? 


There are a couple of 


reasons for the change, 
Currlin says. 


ONE IS that the Federal 


CommunicatioasCommis- 
sion -this season let the 
networks start their Sun- 
day prime time programs 
a half hour earlier — at 7 
p.m. — than in past years. 


But they must fill their 


first hour of prime time on 
Sundays with news or pub- 
lic affairs programs or 


shows "of special appeal 
to children under 12," says 
Currlin. 


Letting the networks 


start their prime-time pro- 
grams a half-hour earlier 
on Sundays could reduce 
by 30 minutes the amount 
of local program for net- 
work affiliates. 


But the affiliates aren't 


obligated to broadcast net- 
work shows, and in the 
case of "Three for the 
Road" CBS says only 
about 80 per cent of its 
affiliates ran the program 
when CBS aired it. 


THE OTHERS filled (he 


time with their own pro- 
gramming during the foot- 
ball season at the' end of 
CBS football telecasts on 
Sundays. 


At the end of the regu- 


lar pro football season, the 
crunch on local station 
time would have worsened 
early Sunday night had 
CBS decided to air "60 
Minutes" at 6 p.m. and 
follow that at 7 p.m.: with 
a family entertainment 
program. 


When this season began, 


Currlin said, the stations 
felt that "if we had kept 
'60 Minutes' at 6 to 7 p.m., 


they wouldn't have any 
local time (after the foot- 
ball season) and they 
wouldn't1 clear Three for 
the Road' for that rea- 
son." 


The solution, he said, 


seemed to be to put "60 
Minutes" on in the first 
hour of Sunday prime time 
after Ihe football season 
because more CBS affili- 
ates will clear tune for it, 
it's a gool adult alterna- 
tive to the other network's 
family entertainment pro- 
grams and because it's 
done "surprisingly well" 
in its old Sunday time slot.

Seven 
weeks 
ago 


Dwight Jones began con- 
structing his 1975 Long 
Beach State basketball 
team around the skills of 
his lone senior, Richard 
Johnson. 


"We'll play semi out-of- 


control basketball," Jones 
said at the time. 


The 49ers open their 


season tonight at 8, enter- 
taining L.A. State in the 
Long Beach Arena, but 
they'll have to create their 
controlled chaos without 
Johnson. 


The former L.A. City 


prep player of the year 
fell in practice Tuesday 
and damaged the navicu- 
lar bone in his right wrist. 
Doctors will determine 
Wednesday if the bone is 
fractured. 


If it is, Johnson, who 


has a cast from his hand 
to his elbow, will not play 
this season. 


While 
preparing 
his 


team for tonight's game, 
Jones declined to put a 
statistical value on the 
loss of Johnson, who aver- 
aged 17.8 points and 7.8 
rebounds a game as a jun- 
ior. 


"Statistics arc predicat- 


ed to some extent on 
playing time," Jones said, 
"so I'm not worried about 
Richard's points and re- 
bounds. Those will be 
absorbed by the other 
players. 


"The biggest loss is in 


the intangibles...the lead- 
ership that Richard gave 
the team. He was the guy, 
along with Bob Gross, that 
we went to last year at the 
end of Ihe game. They 
took control and got things 
done." 


It isn't that Johnson 


can't be replaced in that 
department. 


"We have some people 


on the team that can do 
it," declares Jones, "but 
until they do it in a game 
it's going to cause us some 
concern. 


"I know that offensively 


Larry Hudson can do it. 
Anthony McGee will pick 
up part of the load, and so 
will Dale Dillon." 


In Jones's first year as 


coach at LBSU last season 
he inherited a group of 
veterans that had aver- 
aged only a collective 19.7 
points per game the year 
before. 


"We survived," Jones 


said of a team that was 19- 
7, won the Pacific Coast 
Athletic Association title 
and averaged 77 points a 
game. 


This year the point total 


is 14.6 without Johnson, so

Canada fears loss of Olympics 


OTTAWA - Mayor Jean Drapeau of Montreal has 


conceded for the first time that the 1976 Olympic Games 
are in danger because of construction delays. 


"Productivity must increase or there will be no 


Games," he said of the lagging work on the 72,000-seat 
mam stadium and other facilities that have been beset 
by labor troubles. 


Officials of Mexico City, host for the 1968 Games, 


have stated willingess to hold the event again if Mon- 
treal is unable to complete the preparations on schedule 
for a July 16 opening. A re-run in Mexico City would be 
in October, following the rainy season. 


Drapeau's reservations about the completion of the 


stadium and other facilities by July contrasted with his 


Jr. 


previous assurances that the Games project would be 
completed on schedule. 


' Meanwhile, Quebec's minister of municipal affairs, 


Dr. Victor Goldbloom, was expressing similar senti- 
ment. 


"The companies and the employees have within 


their hands the future of the Games," he said, adding 
that the provincial government would be "extremely 
severe" with anyone threatening the scheduled comple- 
tion of the facilities. 


Meeting the July deadline now depends on an 


unusual degree of cooperation between labor, and em- 
ployers in Montreal; Drapeau said. "Everything can be 
ready in time through a holy alliance of capital and 
labor," he said. Otherwise, he added, the Games "will 
be a fiasco."

National park acquisition 
of land reportedly halted

Gardeners can't help 


but notice how bush 
grapes in the vineyards 
are pruned in winter, 
when driving on Highway 
66 through Cucamonga. 


Likewise; how. the apri- 


cot <5Tchardists prune their 
trees in the San Jacinto- 
Hemet areas. 


One reason grapes don't 


produce, or bear 
fruit 


sparsly could be due to 
improper pruning. Now is 
a good time to prune 
(hem; 
Bush-grape 


branches that grew out 
this summer should be cut 
back, leaving two buds on 
the remaining stubs. The 
cut should be about a 
quarter of an inch above 
the second bud. 


Bush grapes which were 


trained to grow up and 
cover the arbor top, too 
need to be pruned. Cut the 
past summer branches 
back to two remaining 
buds. 


ANOTHER reason why 


the .grape bushes aren't 
producing fruit may be 
thatsonre'varieties aren't 
happy in certain areas. 


Grapes that haven't 


been fed for the past year 
or two can be helped by 
feeding them bone meal or 
a 
flower-fruit 
fertilizer, 


plus a half-inch of manure 
around the plants. 


They should be fed 


again,in late January. The 
fertilizer being a complete 


plant food should con- 


tain less nitrogen and 
more phosphorus. 
The 


plants should be watered 
well before feeding, then 
watered again after feed- 
ing.; ••' 


Gardener-should double 


check.with the nursery- 
man when 'purchasing the 
bare;rtiot plants, as to 
which varieties thrive best 
in what; locality. The 
grapes1 should be planted 
in full'sun. if possible. 


DICHONDRA lawn that 


has been fed a turf fertiliz- 
er containing pre-and post- 
emerge .herbicides to 
inhibit-sterilize" 
certain 


kinds of small broad-leaf 
weed seeds and blade 
weed seeds (so they won't

grow, plus post-emerge to 
attack the oxalis weeds) 
need lo be fed again about 
two and a half months 
later. Four applications at 
those intervals combats 
those weeds. 


WE'RE still planting 


annuals, bulbs, perennials, 
vegetables and shrubs as 
well as trees. Annuals that 
grow and hence bloom 
quickest are Iceland 
poppies and calendulas. 


The calendulas, of rich 


orange and bright yellow, 
provide needed color in 
winter — spring sunny 
garden areas. 


They are also good for 


cut flowers. Iceland poppy 
blossoms too may be used 
as cut flowers, provided 
the blooms are first sear- 
ed over a hot flame. 


Gardener misses the joy 


of having a variety of 
bright colors if he passes 


up snapdragons. 
Their 


stocks, though not having 
bright colored 
flowers, 


make up for it by furnish- 
ing the cool, spicy fra- 
grant blossoms. Pansies. 
and violas are a must hi 
all. gardens. Yes, even 
apartment house dwellers 
who don't have gardens 
can still grow some in 
several pots. 


Delphinium, 
larkspur 


arid annual scabiosa grow 
taller than the other annu- 
als mentioned, therefore 
should be planted at the 
rear of a garden to form a 
backdrop of colors, along 
with the rest of the other 
plants. 


THERE'S still time to 


plant perennials that will 
grow and flower next 
spring and summer. Coral 
bells last for three years 
or more. They can grow in 
full sun in cooler areas 


and partial shade in hot, 
heat-reflected sections. 


The 
delightful 
small 


bell-shape coral colored 
flowers are attractive and 
add an old fashioned bou- 
quet touch in with a mix- 
ture of other of flowers. 


Foxy Foxgloves, al- 


though not considered a 
biennial, are desirable in 
sunny gardens 
because 


they may bloom twice the 
same year if the gardener 
cuts off the old flowers 
and fertilizes them for 
new growth and a later 
crop of flowers. 


We mustn't overlook the 


Pfimavera chrysanthe- 
mums with yellow small 
pompom flowers. 


The moundy bedding 


type perennial plants will 
bloom at least twice, and 
if the conditions are just 
right a third time the 
same year!

Pruning is truly one of 


the most positive of all 
garden procedures. It en- 
courages new growth, pro- 
motes flower and fruit 
production and helps as- 
sure the desired shape and 
development of plants. 


For many plants, now is 


the ideal time to prune, 
points out the California 
Association of Nursery- 
men. Since deciduous fruit 
trees have lost their 
leaves, branch structure is 
clearly visible. After tak- 
ing a good look at the tree 
"skeleton,," remove dead 


wood and thin out the 
weaker of two branches 
that cross. This will help 
increase sunlight and air 
penetration. It will also 
head back and shape the 
tree. 


Using sharp, clean hand 


clippers, loopers or a 
pruning saw cut back the 
long whips of apples, 
peaches, 
apricots 
and 


plums to about 
V4 
the 


original length. To help di- 
rect the energy of the tree 
to fruit or flower produc- 
tion; cut to the bud that is 
shorter and more rounded 
than the long narrow bud. 


When pruning, make 


sure that all cuts are clean 
and made as close as 
possible to the desired 
branch or trunk. Wounds 
should be covered with a 
pruning compound.

Hoffa body 'believed' buried in dump 


By PETE YOST 


DETROIT (AP) - Au- 


thorities believe the body 
of ex-Teamsters President 
James R. Hoffa may be 
buried in a Jersey City, 
N.J., landfill closed for the 
past six. years, 
two 


sources have confirmed. 


One of the sources, a 


law enforcement official, 
said Friday: "It's Hoffp's 
body they believe is buried 
at Moscato's Dump." 


A search warrant was 


issued Tuesday by U.S. 
Magistrate William Hunt 
of Newark, indicating the 
FBI wanted to search the 
trash dump for the body of 
Armand. Faugno, a re- 
puted underworld soldier 
who has been missing for 
about a year. 


"The Faugno angle.was 


a smokescreen," said the 
second source, a nonlaw- 
enforcement source who is 
intimately familiar with 


activities of the Teamsters 
Union. "Law enforcement 
officials think .there's a 
good possibility Hoffa is 
there in the dump. It's 
logical. It makes sense." 


The law enforcement 


source said the U.S.- 
Organized Crime Strike 
Forqe in Newark sought 
the search warrant for 
Faugno because "thoy had 
a better chance of obtain- 
ing a search warrant for 
Faugno-than for Hoffa. 


Faugno is from the East 
Coast." According to 
sources, Faugno was 
known to frequent night 
spots in the area around 
the Jersey City landfill. 


The source close to the 


Teamsters Union.said that 
"the government has turn- 
ed someone (into an in- 
formant) who is close to 
the killing." 


The source said author- 


ities are operating on the 
theory that Hoffa got into 


a car voluntarily outside 
the Machus Red Fox Res- 
taurant on July 30, was 
killed and his body then 
hauled out to the East 
Coast, where it was buried 
in the dump. 


The closed-down landfill 


reportedly is owned by 
Philip Moscato, 41. New 
Jersey sources say Mosca- 
,fo includes among his 
close associates a number 
of known underworld, fig- 
ures but is not a known 


member of a mob family. 
Moscato does not have any 
convictions, the 
sources 


said. 


Meanwhile, employes of 


a trucking company were 
called before a grand jury 
by authorities who believe 
Hoffa's body may have 
been shipped to New Jer- 
sey in a barrel. 


A foreman for Gateway 


Transportation Co. con- 
firmed Friday night that 
he was one of about half a 


dozen persons, including 
the firm's Detroit terminal 
manager, Edwin Streich- 
er, who appeared Thurs- 
day before the Hoffa 
grand jury. 


"We were all down 


there, before the grand 
jury," said the Gateway 
foreman, • who asked that 
his name not be used. 
"They asked us what we 
shipped. We are a com- 
mon carrier, one of the 
biggest in the country, and 


we haul all kinds of things, 
including barrels." 
. 
Streicher said earlier 


that he was questioned by 
the grand jury about 
whether any of the barrels 
•'shipped by the firm were 
misplaced. He said FBI 
agents came to his office 
and took the company's 
dispatch records for the 
period beginning the end 
of July and ending Aug. 
10.

air tragedy 


CHICAGO (AP) - A Trans World Airlines pas- 


senger jet missed by 50 to 100 feet colliding Friday 
with a United Air Lines plane near Chicago, the 
second time in nine days that a TWA plane was 
involved in such an incident. 


Spokesmen for United and TWA confirmed the 


incident over Lake Michigan, but provided few de- 
tails. No passengers or crew members on either 
Boeing 727 jet were injured. 


A.spokesman for the Federal Aviation Adminis- 


tration said the incident occurred "at 4:39 local time 
about 60 miles northeast of O'Hare. 


"The TWA captain reported that he came up 


behind the United aircraft at the same altitude, saw 
it when it was about 300 feet in front, made an 
immediate left turn and descended about'100 feet," 
the spokesman said. 


"The weather was no factor. Visibility was 


unlimited at the lime of the incident. The FAA has 
begun an immediate investigation into the incident to 
determine just what happened and how it happened." 


He said -both flights continued on to O'Hare 


without further incident. There was no early determi- 
nation of who was at fault, he said. 


A passenger on the United plane, flight 291 from 


Providence, R.I., to Chicago's O'Hare International 
Airport, notified The Associated Press of the incident. 


He said the TWA plane, flight '103, swerved 


sharply to the left to avoid hitting the United aircrafl, 
which had been cleared to descend into its landing 
approach pattern. 


The TWA plane also was en route to O'Hare. 
The United, flight carried 53 passengers and a 


crew of seven while the TWA flight, en route from 
Hartford, Conn., carried 70 passengers and seven 
crew, members, a spokesman said.

$2.3 billion loan 


Congress OKs aid to NYC 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The Senate gave final con- 


gressional passage early today to a $2.3-billibn loan bill 
aimed at preventing New York City's financial default. 


The vote was 57 to 30: 
The three-year measure, proposed by President 


Ford on Nov. 26, was approved hours after the Senate 
blocked by 70 to 27 a filibuster threatened by Sen. James 
Allen. D-Ata., leader of the forces opposing the bill. 


The House had approved the loan-authorization bill 


213 to 203 on Tuesday. 


At mid-evening Friday, Allen agreed to set aside 


the aid bill temporarily so that the Senate could take 
final action on a $9.5-billion public works appropriation 
bill. That measure was approved, 81 fo 5. 


The agreement with Democratic Whip Robert Byrd 


of West Virginia followed nearly 11 hours of debate, 


parliamentary maneuvering and.a succession of defeat- 
ed amendments posed by Allen and other opponents of 
the aid measure. 


Before the agreement was reached, Allen was ap- 


pealed to several times, sometimes angrily,'to allow the 
aid matter to come to a vote. 


Forty-eight Democrats and 22 Republicans had 


voted in favor of limiting debate. 


"This was the key. vote to determine whether New 


York could be saved,"' Sen. Jacob Javits, R-N.Y., said 
after the antifilibuster vote. "This definitely decides the 
issue." 


Sen. James Buckley, Con-R-N.Y., said: "We just 


saw a demonstration of the sentiment of the Senate to 
beat the default deadline." 


"Somehow or other, an awful lot of fiscal rabbits 


have been pulled out of New York's hat in the last few 
weeks," Buckley said. 


The chances that Allen or others who oppose the bill 


would seek to stall the bill as long as possible diminish- 
ed somewhat when Allen told the Senate lhat the Ford 
bill is not the important one to stop. 


Allen said the key measure is the approprialion bill 


which actually contains the money for New York City. 
The Ford bill authorizes the method through which the 
city can borrow funds from the federal government. 


The appropriations bill, approved 15 to 6 Thursday 


by the Senate Appropriations Committee, comes before 
the full Senate for approval next week. 


Allen then will have three opportunities to filibuster

He declared both sites disaster areas and scheduled

In Tulsa, where 50 homes were demolished and 


another 150 houses and 50 businesses damaged, police 
and rescue workers searched in the rubble for bodies, 
but had found none far into the night. 


Several other persons were hurt when tornados hit 


elsewhere in eastern Oklahoma.

disaster assistance be made available for his city. 


Boren said he and Joe Winkle, a Civil Defense 


official from Denton, Tex., would tour both damaged 
municipalities "to see what federal assistance, if any, 
will be neccessary."

Browning said the location 
was on the San Francisco 
Peninsula, but he .refused 
to tell newsmen the exact 
address. He said the news- 
paper heiress was held at 
the location until early 
March, 1974, and that Miss 
Hearst's defense attorneys 
have been shown the loca- 
tion. 


It was the first lime (he 


government had revealed 
that it knew where Miss 
Hears1! was taken after 
her kidnaping by the Sym- 
bionese Liberation Army. 
The disclosure was made 
public by Browning in re- 
sponse to defense motions 
seeking information about 
the prosecution's evidence 
against Miss Hearst, who 
is awaiting trial on federal 
bank robbery charges. 


Browning said Ihe gov-

mementos, Easter cards, soapstonc elephants, 48 lie 
lacks, 13 batteries, Richard Nixon pens and a glass 
terrarium with plants.

over to Miss Woods Monday morning. By granting 
the.

Friday. 


"A dispute between the' 


Communist Party U.S.A. 
and ha Cosa Nostra would 
cause disruption of both 
groups ..,," said a memo 
circulated at FBI head- 
quarters as the operation 
began in October, 1966. 


The program was called 


Operation Hoodwink and 
was one of 12 counter- 
intelligence programs In- 
tended to disrupt the U.S. 
Communist Parly 
and 


such other groups as the 
Klu Klux Man, Students 
for a Democratic Society, 
the Black Panthers and 
civil rights organizations. 


THE FBI released 45 


pages of files on Operation 
Hoodwink in response to a 
Freedom 
of Information 


request filed by reporters 
tor 10 news organizations 
seeking FBI documents on 
all of the so-called COIN- 
TELPRO activities. 


This was the first detail- 


ed public disclosure of 
Operation Hoodwink, 


According to the docu- 


ments, the New York FBI 
office launched the pro- 
gram with a leaflet sent to 
the Arrow Linen Supply 
Co. in Brooklyn in October 
1966. 


A spurious leaflet was 


signed by the Kings Coun- 
ty Communist Party, and 


condemned the company 
for maintaining "unbeliev- 
able sweatshop conditions 
of the 1930s." 


THE FBI memo de- 


scribed the company as 
the base of a "local La 
Cosa Nostra leader." 


A few month* later, FBI 


headquarters 
authorized 


the New York office to 
mail anonymous letters, 
purportedly from Commu- 
nist Party members, to 
three alleged crime syndi- 
cate leaders whose arrest 
had been publicly report- 
ed. 


The letter was meant to 


give the impression that 
the Communist Party 
blamed the mob for a re-

New York FBI office re- 
ported to Washington 
headquarters, "To date, 
there has been no informa- 
tion that the anonymous 
letters mailed to three La 
Cosa Nostra leaders, (de- 
leted), caused any adverse 
reactions to the CPUSA."

tion," said David A. 
Phillips, a former Central 
Intelligence Agency offi- 
cial and a veteran of 
many undercover opera- 
tions. 


"Our 
reputation has 


been damaged and our ca- 
pacity for ethical and 
moral world leadership 
has been impaired," said 
former Defense Secretary 
Clark Clifford. 


Clifford told the Senate 


Intelligence 
Committee 


that covert operations 
have gotten out of hand. 


"THE knowledge re- 


garding such operations 
has become so wide- 
spread," he said, "that 
our country has been ac- 
cused of being responsible 
for practically every inter- 
nal difficulty (hat has 
occurred in every country 
in the world." 


Cyrus Vance, former 


deputy secretary of de- 
fense, says he believed it 
should be U.S. policy to 
engage in covert actions 
only when 
"absolutely 


essential" to the security 
of the nation. 


Vance said in the past 


there were times when 
hundreds of such actions 
were going on at once but 
that under his test, "I be- 
lieve the number of covert 
actions would be very, 
very small." 


The various witnesses 


served under both Repub- 
lican and Democratic 


. presidents. By covert 


operations, 
they 
were 


referring to secret actions 
taken to influence another 
country's 
attitudes 
and 


public opinion, including 
attempts to change the 
government or course of 
events. Most of the wit- 
nesses did not oppose 
other intelligence-gather- 
ing operations.

'Each of the dozer 


doctors in private practice 
questioned pointed out 
;ha( the reports, published 
Ihis' week, did not prove 
:hat 
the estrogens, which 


arc given to alleviate the 
symptoms and 
afteref- 


fects of the menopause, di- 
rectly cause cancer. In Hie 
absence 'of such proof, 
they said, no drastic 
change in practice is war- 
ranted! 


Those doctors who have 


been liberal in their pre- 
scription of estrogens, giv- 
ing them to virtually all 
menopausa! women for in- 
definite periods, said that 
in their views the benefits 
of the hormones still out- 
weigh the risks. 


THE doctors who tradi- 


tionally have been more 
conservative in prescrib 
ing', estrogens, 
restricting 


them to women with se- 
vere menopausal symp- 
torus, for a period of ore 
to four years, said that the 
drug is clearly useful for 
such women even if it may 
increase their 
risk of 


developing cancer of the 
endpmefrium, or lining of 
the uterus. 


However, all the doctors 


interviewed 
emphasized 


that every patient treated 
with estrogens should be 
thoroughly 
examined 


every six months and that 
if 
a 
postmenopausal 


woman experiences vagi- 
na! bleeding while taking 
I he drug, she should re- 
ceive an endometrial biop- 
sy^ to check for possible 
cancer.

The doctors said that 


semiannual 
checkups 


should include a breast 


and pelvic exam, 
Pap 


smear (which can detect 
about two-thirds of en- 
dometrial 
cancers} and 


blood pressure cheek. 


'•EVERYTHING in life 


is a tradeoff — there arc 
risks and benefits and you 
must weigh one against 
the other." remarked Dr. 
Frederick H. Herman, a 
San Francisco gynecolo- 
gist. 


Dr. Malcolm Margolin, 


a Beverly Hills gynecolo- 
gist, said. "When we drive 
the freeways here we take 
a risk in order to get there 
faster." But he and most 
of the other doctors ques- 
tioned said that the patient 
should participate in the 
evaluation of benefit ver 
sus risk and that such 
participation meant that 
the women must be told of 
the 
possible hazards of 


estrogen therapy. 


The reports said thai 


menopausal 
and 
post- 


menopausal women who 
take estrogens (the vast 
majority take a drug call- 
ed Premarin, produced by 
Ayerst laboratories from

horses) face a 5 to 14 times 
increased risk of develop- 
ing endometrial cancer. 


VARIOUS cancer regis- 


tries have reported that 
this disease has been ris- 
ing in frequency greatly in 
recent years. Doctors say

occurred not in the typical 
kinds of endometrial can- 
cer patients — women in 
the 60s and 70s who are 
obese, diabetic or have 
high blood pressure — but 
in younger, slender other- 
wise healthy women. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Depart- 


ment of Health, Education and Welfare 
said Friday it would resume performing 
abortions In the 60 hospitals it runs 
around the country, even in states with 
anliabortion laws. 


HEW followed the lead of the Penta- 


gon last September in lifting the abor- 
tion ban imposed on federally operated 
hospitals by former President Richard 
K'ixon in 1971. 


Under the policy change, the Public 


Health Service will offer abortions as a 
wide range of services to families of 
Indians, merchant seamen and military 
personnel. 


"While it continues to be the policy 


of the Public Health Service to comply 
with applicable state laws, there need 
not be compliance where state law has 
been struck down by the courts or clear- 


ly Is inconsistent with principles enunci- 
ated by the courts," said Dr. Louis 
Hellman, deputy assistant secretary for 
population affairs. 


He said the new HEW policy would 


observe the 1973 U.S. Supreme Court 
guidelines allowing abortion by demand 
during the first three months of preg- 
nancy and abortion under certain re- 
strictions during the second three 
months. 


Hellman said the abortions would be 


performed only in hospitals. He said no 
doctor or other health professional who 
objects to abortions for moral or medi- 
cal reasons would be forced to perform 
such an operation. 


The new HEW policy applies to the 


eight Public Health Service hospitals, 51 
Indian Health Service hospitals and St. 
Elizabeth's Hospital in Washington, 
D.C. 


Artificial gene produced 
by Harvard biochemists 


CAMBRIDGE, 
Mass. 


(AP) — Artificial produc- 
tion of a mammalian gene 
for the first time has been 
announced by a research 
team of biochemists at 
Harvard University. 


The gene produced was 


one used by rabbits to pro- 
duce hemoglobin. This is 
found in red blood cells 
and carries oxygen to all 
parts of the rabbit's body. 


Genes are integral parts 


of chromosomes which are 
found inside the nucleus of 
each living cell. Genes 
carry the hereditary blue- 
print which builds and 
controls the animal. 


Research team member 


'Allen Maxam said the 
technique 
developed 
by 


the group provides a sim- 
ple, quick way to isolate 
specific-genes. 


"The ultimate goal is to 


understand how genes are 
expressed in higher organ- 
isms," he said after the 
announcement 
Thursday 


of the development. 


Other members of the 


research team are Argiris 
Efstratiadis, Fotis Kafatos 
and Thomas Maniatis. 


Genes are made from a 


chemical with the nick- 
name DNA. Under normal 
circumstances the cells 


that produce new red 
blood cells are told by a 
section of their DNA with 
the help of enzymes to 
make a new molecule call- 
ed RNA for building hemo- 


globin. 


The 
new 
molecule 


moves 
away, gathers 


protein-producing materi- 
al around itself and builds 
the hemoglobin. .

Mrs. Wo/nicki also con- 


tinued as a patient, said 
the court, and "the doctor 
dismissed her as a patient 
despite her urgent en- 
treaties that he continue 
her in his care." 


The court said another 


witness against Grumbles, 
a former patient named 
Gcarhhard Malessa, is 
now married to the former 
Mrs. Grumbles. 


The court named one 


other witness against 
Crumbles —. Mrs. Gruni- 


. bles' brother, "who enjoy- 


ed the -hospitality of the 
Grumbles home during 
holidays for some years" 
and later tried to "remove 
personal 
property 
from 


the Grumbles home for 
delivery to his sister." 


The court noted: "Dr. 


Grumbles and his wife 
seem 
to 
have

charitable in the extreme. 
Over 
the years they 


admitted to their large 
home as residents many of 
his patients who needed 
constant attentiion and a 
place to live ... " 


Some of the household 


patients sided with Mrs. 
Grumbles after she split 
up with her husband, the

court said. They included 
Malessa, Mrs. Woznicki 
and Mrs. Burnahm. 


There had also been 


testimony that Grumbles 
had given himself habit- 
forming drugs and main- 
t a i n e d an unsanitary of- 
fice. These charges were 
believed by the board but 
rejected by the court.

Excommunication!

NAIROBI, Kenya - An 


international assembly of 
Christians on 
Friday 


sounded the Swahili cry of 
"uhuru," meaning free- 
dom from chains seen as 
binding many peoples — 
economically, 
politically 


and religiously. 


All people have the 


right to freely determine 
their political systems and 
freely pursue their lives, 
but "these rights are often 
violated by governments 
and power systems," the 
general assembly of the 
World Council of Churches 
said. 
Church group 
hits modern 
| 'life attitude' 


NAIROBI, Kenya (API 


- Delegates to the World 
Council 
of 
Churches 


assembly 
Friday were 


revising a document citing 


. some modern scientific 


procedures that they be- 
lieve challenge the Chris- 
tian view of the sanctity of 
human life. 


Among procedures cite<l 


are fetal experimentation, 
artificial prolongation of 
life, genetic engineering, 
attempts to control the sex 
of offspring and behavior- 
al control. 


It added that far those 


"who are powerless to cry 
out, we arc called to be 
the voice of the voiceless 
and the advocates of the 
oppressed." 


The assembly, repre- 


senting SCO million believ- 
ers in. 286 denominations 
of the West, the Soviet 
East and the poorer south- 
ern continents, said basic 
rights to religious freedom 
are among those abused. 


"Many Christians in dif- 


ferent parts of the world 
arc" in prison for reasons 
of conscience or for politi- 
cal reasons as a result of 
their seeking to respond to 
the total demands of the 
Gospel," the report said. 


It added that churches 


must "express in word 
and deed their solidarity 
with those people whose 
human rights and funda- 
mental freedoms are 
denied." 


The 6,OOCr-word docu- 


ment was approved in sub- . 
stance, but procedures 
were left open for addi- 
tions after several dele- 
gates urged inclusion of 
further specific details. 


"People are being killed 


and murdered in so-called 
Socialist countries," said 
the Rev. Thomas Hopko, a 
Wappingers Falls, N.Y., 
priest of the Orthodox 
Church in America. 


"We haven't begun to 


speak to the problem in 
this document." 


Meanwhile, 
it 
was 


learned that an effort' by 
U.S. and West European 
churchmen to block'the 
election of Russian Ortho- 
dox Metropolitan Nikodim 
of Leningrad as a council 
president has been drop- 
ped. 


No leader in the ranks 


of Eastern Orthodoxy 
could be found to run 
against him, leaders of the 
movement explained. 


"Those Orthodox arc 


pretty solid," said William 
P. Thompson of New York 
City, head of the United 
Presbyterian C h u r c h , 
president of the U.S. Na- 
tional Council of Churches 
and a key figure in the 
effort. 


He said he had contact- 


ed leaders in several of 
the 
many 
Orthodox 


branches, but none was 
willing to challenge Metro- 
politan Nikodim 
whose 


Russian Orthodoxy is the 
most powerful of the 
branches. 


H was deemed-neces- 


sary that any opposing 
candidate be Orthodox to 
preserve the denomina- 
tional balance on the six- 
member 
presidium, the 


election of which comes 
Saturday. 


In its document ,on 


"structures 
of . injustice 


and struggles for libera- 
tion," the assembly said 
that besides outright op- 
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pressions, such as impris- 
onment and torture, there 
are 
underlying systems 


denying human rights. 


Among those cited were 


unjust social . structures, 
economic exploitation, po- 
litical manipulation, mili- 
tary power, class domina- 
tion, 
psychological 


conditioning, racism and 
sexism. 


Women still are largely 


excluded from decision- 
making processes in the 
church, which presents its 
"full unity," the li.'irl 
said. It encouraged steps 
for their fuller participa- 
tion, including special 
attention to ordination, 
and also said: 


"Inclusive imagery and 


language about God and 
the people of God is cru- 
cial to the self-identity and 
faith of women. A variety 
of both masculine 
and 


feminine images of God 
need to be used in order'to 
reflect the depth of the 
mystery of God who tran- 
scends all human meta- 
phors." 


In u r g i n g full-scale 


struggle 
against 
the 


"demonic character" of 
racism, the report said: 


"Southern Africa de- 


serves continued priority 
in the churches' combined 
efforts because 
of 
the 


churches' own involve- 
ment in the area and be- 
cause of the legal enforce- 
ment of racism there." 


In Pennsylvania a pota- 


to farmer named Robert 
Bear has brought suit 
against 
the Reformed 


Mennonile Church because 
of his excommunication. 
The case involves constitu- 
tional questions about reli- 
gious liberty. 


It is a tragic story. The 


Reformed 
Mennoniles 


with a membership of 600 
consider themselves 
the 


true Church of Christ. 
Other believers, no matter 
how austere, are heretics. 


Bear made the mistake 


of resisting the authority 
of his bishop, who happens 
to be his brother-in-law. So 
Bear was given the disci- 
pline of "shunning." He is 
a non-person as far as the 
church is concerned. No 
one must speak to him. 
This includes his wife. No 
one must do business with 
him. 
He lives in a little 


trailer at a distance from 
his house on his 400-acre 
farm. He broods over Ins 
wrongs and seeks justice. 
There is even a-book 
which he helped to write. 


This is a fanatical little 


church clinging stubbornly 
to notions of 400 years ago. 
Civilization has passed it 
by. But Bear's problem 
concerns all churches be- 
cause all do in one way or 
another practice excom- 
munication. 


In its harshest form 


excommunication is utter 
hell to the (rue believer. 
He is cut off from God and 
his 
friends. A medieval 


king knelt in the snow for 
hours in front of the Vati- 
can praying that the Pope 
would forgive him. (The 
Pope did.) 


Excommunication 
is 


punishment only to those 
who truly believe. Persons 
of lukewarm or no faith 
would laugh wryly and go 
elsewhere. 


Formal excommunica- 


tion is seldom practiced 
today. Trials for heresy 
are 
considered 
rather 


messy. Of course, there is 
self-excommunication. 
In 


some denominations the 
person who is divorced 
and remarries excom- 
municates himself. , 


But i n f o r m a l excom- 


munication — "shunning," 
withdrawal of fellowship 
— 
can 
occur 
in 
any 


church. 


Lei's think of the Uni- 


tarian Church. H is prob- 
ably the most liberal of-all 
churches. Even an atheist 
can be a Unitarian. But 
imagine a Unitarian who. 
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became convinced lhat the 
doctrine of the Holy Trini- 
ty was true and who fell 
that it was his duty to con- 
vince 
his 
fellow 


c h u r c h m e n . Presently 
U n i t a r i a n s 
would 
be 


"shunning" the "heretic." 


Of course, all organiza- 


tions — businesses, clubs, 
armies, schools, athletic 
teams — do excommuni- 
cate. Any group must de- 
mand a certain amount of 
conformity. 


But church excommuni- 


cation, formal or informal, 
is for many the most 
cruel. It should never be 
invoked lightly.

in those days was Antio- 
chus of Syria who was not 
satisfied with the military 
and political subjugation 
of the Jewish .people in 
their land, but who with 
missionizing zeal tried to 
replace Judaism with 
Hellenism. Just as expo- 
nents of "Americanism" 
too often tend to narrow 
and limit or even squelch

The battle then raged on 
two fronts — within and 
without — and whatever 
mark the guerilla tactics 
of the" Maccabees 
may 


have made in the annals 
of warfare cannot com- 
pare to the decisive place 
which they and-their fol-- 
lowers 
occupy in the 


spiritual history of man- 
kind. 


In a vast pagan world, 


much of which was thor- 
oughly Hellenized, Juda- 
ism practiced by a small 
people, friumphed over 
Hellenism. 
Hence, 
the 


symbol of the Festival is 
not a sword but the Meno- 
rah, a candlelabrum testi- 
fying to the significance of 
the light of Judaism re- 
maining ablaze against all 
odds through threatening 
storms 
and deepening 


darkness. 


This was indeed a deci- 


sive moment in history. 
For if the Maccabees had 
failed and Hellenism had 
been victorious, the entire 
course of the 
religious 


history of mankind would 
have been totally differ- 
ent. 
Without the first 


Hanukah, the first Christ- 
mas could not have hap- 
pened. With Judaism 
dead, it is more than dubi- 
ous that Christianity, or 
later Islam, could have 
come into being. Even the 
spiritual tenor and texture 
of America whose found- 
ing fathers drew so heavi- 
ly upon the Hebrew Scrip- 
tures, would not have been 
possible because those 
Scriptures most likely 


would have had as little 
influence as the Dead Sea 
Scrolls have now. 


Hanukah is a minor 


holiday in the Jewish reli- 
gious calendar, but it cer- 
tainly celebrates a major 
event.

Yoyng University are a 
rarity on the modern 
educational scene, and the 
Mormons who run the uni- 
versity are fighting what 
they consider a threat to 
its integrity by the federal 
government. 


Taking such a stance of 


resistance is unusual for 
the Church of Jesus Christ 
of Latter-day 
Saints, 


which traditionally has 
stressed civic dutifulness 
and compliance with gov- 
erning authority. 


But "our justification as 


an institution is at slake," 
says the university's presi- 
dent, Da'llin H. Oaks, a 
former trial attorney and 
law p'rofessor. 


HE SAYS says the new 


controls have appalled 
many church-run colleges. 


"What they're doing is 


illegal, goes beyond the 
act of Congress and be- 
yond the U.S. Constitu- 
tion." He notes that not in 
this century have Mor- 
mons 
raised 
such a 


challenge to government 
regulations. 


In this case, however, 


they strike at "an impor- 
tant part of our function 
as a Christian teaching 
institution, at part of our 
religious philosophy," he 
said in an interview. "It's 
a fundamental matter." 


As unusual as the Mor- 


mon protest are the uni- 
versity's codes of conduct 
themselves, which insist 
on standards of personal 
behavior and appearance 
that have gone by the 
wayside on most cam- 
puses. 


Under those rules, stu- 


dents and staff must ad- 
here 
to 
s e x u a l l y 


distinguishing modes of 
dress and grooming, shun 
drugs, tobacco, alcohol, 
coffee and tea, disavow 


. cheating or other dis- 
y honesty, and pledge adher- 
[ once to the law of chastity. 
i 
Violations are cause for 


expulsion. Any students in- 
volved in premarital or 
extramarital sex are 
"counseled out" by (heir 
religious counselors, who 
also interview them before 
admission to determine if 
they are morally qualified. 
They sign forms attesting 
to their moral commit- 
ments. 


BUT the new federal 


regulations would "pre- 
vent us from taking ac- 
tion" about violatians of 


ior, says Oaks, "It's an 
attack on one of the 
important and u n i q u e 
values of our school, a 
part of our religious phi- 
losophy and 
theory of 


learning." 


The university at Provo, 


Utah, with 25,000 students, 
has the biggest full-time 
enrollment of any private 
institution of higher educa- 
tion in the country. About 
1,000 students, 4 per cent, 
are non-Mormons. 


Oaks, -13, head of the 


university for four years, 
said that maintaining its 
distinctive moral qualities 
is especially v i t a l in a 
time when "the whole 
moral atmosphere of 
education has degenerated 
across the country. We're 
one of the few schools that 
still care how students be- 
have. It sets us apart." 


But he said new federal 


regulations, issued by the 
U.S. 
Department 
of 


Health, Education and 
Welfare under Title IX, a 
t!>72 law barring sex dis- 
crimination, goes beyond 
the law to prohibit judging 
applicants in regard to 
abortions, 
pregnancies 


and other sex practices. 
WE DO NOT discriminate 
on the basis of sex," he 
said, emphasizing that the 
same moral standards arc 
applied to both sexes. But 
he said the university will 
not heed parts of the new 
regulations that impede it 
from upholding its moral 
values. 


Students rejected or ex- 


pelled because of drugs, 
stealing or illicit sex, he 
said, may be 'readmitted 
only 
a f t e r 
repentance. 


"Nothing makes us happi- 
er, but it takes a while," 
he said, "pur philosophy 
is that children of God 
who make mistakes should 
be called to account so 
they can begin repentance 
and get back on the path 
of growth." 


However, "sexual sin is 


so serious it requires a 
prolonged period of re- 
pentance — measured in 
years, not days," he said. 


Oaks said the university 


also will refuse to abandon 
. its requirements of distin- 
guishing dress for men 
and women, rules barring 
'long hair for men and 
Joans for women. "Differ- 
ences in dress and groom- 
ing are proper expressions 
of God-given differences in 
the sexes," Oaks said. 


Everywhere one hears a 


dismal phrase from old 
and> j'oung alike: 
"I've 


had it." This variously ex- 
presses boredom or weari- 
ness.

1 recall the day when 


the great baseball execu- 
tive, the late Branch Rick- 
ey, had been 50 years a 
leader in the national 
game.

many consider one of the 
few greatest men the sport 
ever produced, was a 
strong, vigorous, dynamic 
person until almost the 
moment of his death at 
•age 83. He was invariably 
excited, enthusiastic. On 
his fiftiety anniversary a 
reporter asked. "What 
was your greatest experi- 
ence in 50 years of base- 
ball- 


Rickey drew down his 


bushy eyebrows and bark- 
ed, "Don't know. Haven't 
had it j'ct!" Even then he 
was deep in plans for Ihe 
formation of another big 
league. 
Branch Rickey 


never was an old man be- 
cause he was an enthusi- 
astic, always with i t , 
excited future thinker. He 
invariably kept it going: 


Dr. 
Harry 
George 


Thomas, father of Lowell 
Thomns, possessed the 
same dynamic qualities so 
well demonstrated by his 
world-famous, adventur- 
ous son. At 82 Dr. Thomas 
enrolled as a student in a 
university. He did so well 
.in his studies that he was 
asked to be an instructor, 
.1 faculty member, 
and 


served in this capacity 
until university authorities 
discovered that Dr. (of 
medicine) Thomas was 81 
years old, 19 years beyond 
retirement 
age! 
D,r. 


Thomas was, of course, a 
f u t u r e thinker, always 
practicing the power of 
positive thinking. And cur- 
rently his son, tawell, at 
age 84, still continues as 
America's oldest news- 
caster and his secretarial 
staff is hard put to keep 
up with his enthusiastic 
new ventures. The Tho- 
mases, it seems are future 
thinkers who never dully 
complain, "I've had it." 


This type of person 


bases his activity on the 
vital principle of "live 


your life and forget your 
age." He does not get 
hung up on age thoughts. 
He does not think age, he 
docs not act age, he does 
not talk age. As far as his 
mental attitude is concern- 
ed, he is ageless. His men- 
tal equipment functions in 
the now; always he is a 
"now" person. He takes 
himself as he is and goes 
on participating, doing 
what he has' always done 
or something different, but 
still doing what he wants 
to do, with no concern at 
all about the date of his 
birth certificate. Or any 
other negative factor. 


Frank Bering was still 


running three big hotels in 
Chicago — The Sherman, 
The Ambassador East and 
The Ambassador West — 
when well over 80. I had 
known Mr. Bering since 
childhood. He and 
my 


mother were high school 
classmates in- Lynchburg. 
Ohio.

complete master of all the 
complex functioning of a 
2,200-room hotel and a 
large convention besides.

"Frank, you sure are a 
great manager and exccu- 
Tive," then asked, "How 
old are you?" 


"What's Ihe matter," he 


said, "don't you like your 
room?

Ex-ministers 


Why do they quit? 
Where do they go?

The minister entered his 


study and locked the door. 
He sat down, placed his 
head on his desk and sob- 
bed. He had just ended an 
adulterous affair, not his 
first. He dried his eyes, 
picked up his pen and 
wrote his letter of resigna- 
tion, beginning "I am 
unworthy to be a minister 
of the Lord —" 


He stood up, gave a 


farewell look at the com- 
fortable, book-filled room 
that had been his beloved 
workaday world for 20 
years; He dropped his 
clerical collar in the 
wastebasket and walked 
out into the sunlight, a 
free man, free at last from 
the title, "The Rev.," 
which had hung on him 
like a slave chain. 


Free and, for the time 


being, utterly lost. What 
does a man at age 43 do 
with the rest of his life 
when he has left the only 
work he knows how to do? 


When he got his head on 


a bit straighter he became 
a highly successful fund 
raiser for hospitals, col- 
leges — and churches! 


THE 
MAN'S story is 


both typical and not typi- 
cal, said a clergyman who 
probably knows as much 
as anybody about men 
who leave the ministry. 


"Very few ministers 


quit because of sexual 
problems," said the Rev. 
Condon H. Terry. "It does 
happen, of course. Another 
popular misconception is 
that they quit because 
they have lost their faith. 
This is very seldom the 
case. 


"This man is typical of 


ex-ministers who are suc- 
cessful in other work. With 
few exceptions, they go 
into work similar to a 
minister's. A fund raiser 
serves people. He counsels 
them and tries to under- 
stand their needs." 


Terry 
u n d e r s t a n d s 


ministers who quit be- 
cause his ministry for five 
years has been to help 
them. 


In a way Terry himself 


"quit" although he never 
left the ministry. For 18 
years he was the Pres- 
byterian pastor in a small 
city in South Dakota. His 
children were growing up 
— five of the eight were in 
college. He felt he must do 
something different with 
his life. 


So he resigned his pas- 


torate and founded Main- 
stream International, Inc., 
now 
headquartered 
at 


10302 Lcserford Avc.. 
Downey. (He is also pastor 
of First United Presbyte- 
rian Church, "the Little 
Brown Church," at Atlan- 
tic Avenue and Fifth 
Street.) 


THE 
FUNCTION of 


Mainstream, which was 
founded more than five 
years ago, is to help 
ministers, 
including 


priests, nuns a'nd rabbis, 
to find themselves and 
their place in the world. 
Terry has become ac- 
quainted with all the de- 
nominations. " 1 have met- 
every Episcopal bishop in 
the United States," he 
said. 


Mainstream uses tech- 


niques similar to those of 
the best personnel offices 
of industry. Each individu- 
al is carefully studied. 
There are batteries of 
questionnaires and tests. 
Mainstream gets a full 
profile of its client. From 
this it is possible help the 
person to understand him- 
self and to counsel him on 
the kind of career he 
should seek. Mainstream 
is not 
an employment 


agency. 


Why do people leave the 


ministry? 


"There are many an- 


swers to that," Terry said, 
"but a most important 
question is 'Why did they 
enter 
the 
profession?' 


When we find the answer 
to that, we start to under- 
stand them." 


Why should clergy leave 


their careers? Terry's an- 
swer is "Why not?" Auto 
mechanics sometimes 
change their occupations. 
Other professionals, in- 


cluding doctors, some- 
times take up different 
work or different'direc- 
tions in their work. "But 
the minister, priest, nun, 
rabbi — it's different for 
them! If it's true, why is it 
true? 


"Remember that leav- 


ing the pastorate is not 
synonymous with aban- 
doning the church, and it 
does not mean leaving the 
ministry. There are all 
kinds of ministry for our 
Lord that can be carried 
out in the market place of 
the world, and it does not 
have to be geared-in to the 
functions of the institution- 
al church. 


"A Gallop Poll survey 


has showed that there is 
little evidence that a 
weakening of faith is in- 
volved in-the desire to 
leave the 'religious life,' 
and it has been my experi- 
ence that such is the 
case." 


He listed several rea- 


sons of the many why 
clergy leave: 


Some have 
financial 


difficulties. The pay is 
usually less than lavish 
and often is very small. 


Some have human rela- 


tions difficulties. A di- 
vorce of lay people affects 
two persons or perhaps a 
family. The divorce of a 
minister can wreck his ca- 
reer. 


Some feel a difficulty in 


communicating with the 
people. 


Some feel a lack of 


interest and devotion in 
the congregation. 


Some feel that the 


church, in their experi 
ence, has become irrele- 
vant. 


AND THEN there is the 


erosion of time. Both men 
and women in all walks of 
life face in varying de- 
grees a sense that time is 
running out when they 
.reach the age of 40. "The

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Moluccan terrorists free 
7 children from consulate 


A M S T E R D A M , 
The 


Netherlands (AP) — South 
Moluccan n a t i o n a l i s t s 
released 
seven children 


from 
the 
Indonesian 


consulate 
Friday. 
They 


still held 55 hostages 
under threat of death in 
the consulate and aboard 
a hijacked train 90 miles 
to the north. 


A Moluccan and a hos- 


tage were reported wound- 
ed in an accident aboard 
(he train and were taken 
to a hospital. 


Premier Joop den Uyl 


said there were "indica- 
tions" that new actions 
may be taken by Moluc- 
can exiles here demanding 
that their Pacific islands 
be granted independence 
from Indonesia. 


Den Uyl called the 


execution of a third hos- 
tage on the train Thursday 
a "cold-blooded murder" 
and declared his govern- 
ment was prepared to use 
force if any others are kill- 
ed. 


Authorities 
reported 


there was an "accidental 


explosion" 
aboard 
the 


train — stoppd in a field 
near the town of Beilen — 
that injured one of the five 
gunmen and a male hos- 
tage. They said the wound- 
ed Moluccan and hostage 
along with the wife of the 
hostage were escorted by 
two other gunmen to an 
ambulance provided by se- 
curity forces, and the two 
escorts then returned to 
the train to rejoin their 
two companions there. 


No details were given 


about the explosion, but 
officials said earlier the 
gunmen had placed explo- 
sive devices in and around 
the four-coach train. 


In a telephone interview 


broadcast by Dutch televi- 
sion, one of (he gunmen in 
the consulate said, "We 
are doing this because we 
have been badly treated 
for the past 25 years and 
pushed into a corner. We 
are not murderers. The 
Dutch people have turned 
us into murderers." 


The nationalists accuse 


Holland of "great injus- 


tice" for not supporting 
their demand for inde- 
pendence tor South Moluc- 
ca. The Moluccas became 
part of Indonesia 25 years 
ago when the Indonesians 
won their fight against 
Dutch colonial rule, and 
Holland is powerless to 
meet the separatist de- 
mands. 


Holland also does not 


want to jeopardize its 
close relations with In- 
donesia by backing the 
South Moluccan claims, 
and (he Jakarta govern- 
ment has declared it will 
not cede any of its islands. 


At the consulate, two 


Moluccan mediators spoke 
briefly with the gunmen 
Friday and then withdrew, 
bringing with them a 12- 
year-old girl and a boy 
aged 1-t. Five youngsters 
had been permitted to 
leave previously. 


Police said that left 36 


hostages aboard the train 
held by four Moluccans 
and six gunmen in the 
consulate w i t h 19 hos-

"It just made a big old

Wallace failure seen despite most delegates

Gov. 
George Wallace will have 


more delegate votes than any other 
contender at the Democratic na- 
tional convention, a respected po- 
litical scientist predicted Friday at 
Long Beach State University. 


But Austin Ranney, president of 


(he American Politial Science As- 
sociation, said it's "inconceivable" 
iha( the Alabama governor could 
win the nomination. 


1 He predicted it would go to Sen. 


Edward Kennedy or Sen. Hubert 
Humphrey, 
the 
only nationally 


known Democrats who won't be 
worn out by battling their way 
through stale primaries. 


,. Ranney spoke to about 75 per- 
sons n( the college's Graduate Cen- 
ter on (he topic "Are- Political 
Parties Necessary?"'His talk was 
sponsored by the college adminis- 
tration. 


He said that political parties 


are vitally necessary and that their 
decline bodes ill for American poli- 
tics. 


Because of reforms made in the 


Democratic convention process by 
liberal 1972 .delegates, it will be 
hard for delegates to agree upon a 
compromise candidate among the 
many Democrats seeking the npmi: 
nation, Ranney said. 


He predicted t h a t Wallace 


would come in with more delegate 
votes—although far 
short of a 


majority—because of the "highly 
dedicated amateurs" working for 
him. 


Ranney compared them to the 


hard-working amateurs who were 
able to win the Republican nomina- 
tion for Barry Gpldwater in 1964 
and the Democratic nomination for 
George McGovern in 1972. 


But when il comes time to try 


to find a candidate a majority of 
the delegates can agree on, there 


will be so many bad feelings among 
the contenders who fought each 
other in the primaries thai some- 
one who isn't formally running will 
be tabbed, Ranney predicted. 


"I think il will be someone well- 


known like Edward Kennedy or Hu- 
bert Humphrey," he ssaid.. 


But it won't be s(he traditional 


power "brokers"—the slate and 
local party leaders—who arrange 
the nomination behind closed doors, 
Ranney said. Reforms enacted by 
McGovern delegates at the last 
convention would make t h a t dif- 
ficult. 


"I think the candidates will de- 


cide it themselves," he said. 


Ranney, who noted that both 


political parties have been declining 
in membership, power and 
influ- 


ence, warned that the two parlies 
give the American political process 
the "cohesion il needs to operate." 


Without parties, special interest 


groups and the mass media will 


play the biggest role -in deciding 
elections, he said. 


But Ranney warned that the 


media wasn't good at bringing con- 
sensus, since it usually plays a 
critical role. And interest groups 
are out for their own ends instead 
of concentrating on winning elec- 
tions. 


If parties continue to crumble, 


the nation may lose the consensus 
that has made democratic govern- 
ment possible, he said. Minorities 
will no longer agree to go along 
with majority decisions and major- 
ities will no longer tolerate active 
minorities. 


R e f o r m s in. the nominating 


process make it more difficult for 
parties to operate effectively than 
anytime since the Civil War. he 
said. Ranney said lhat breakdown 
of the parly system was partially 
responsible for that war. 


"I think that parties arc the 


host institutions devised for accom- 
plishing consensus," Ranney said.

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10-cent hike in bus fare 
to be. urged next year

Transit District (RTD) directors 
will be urged to increase the basic 
bus fare by 10 cents in the coming 
fiscal year, RTD General Manager 
Jack Gilstrap said Friday. 


Gilstrap told the Assembly 


Committee on Transportation meet- 
ing in Los Angeles that a fare in- 
crease would be needed to meet 
rising costs. 


He noted that RTD expenses 


would exceed available revenue by 
$29 million in the fiscal year begin- 
ning July 1, 1978. And he said that 
deficit would increase to at least 
$240 million over a five-year period. 


The present RTD basic fare is 


2!i routs for Uvo zones and 50 cents 
for a rider crossing two zones into 
a third. Any fare increase would 
have to be approved by the RTD 
hoard, bul Gilstrap said the staff 
would propose the 10-cent increase 
for July 1. 


Gilstrap said lowering the basic 


fare to 25 cents in the last two 
years has helped increase ridership 
by 42 per cent. 


However, lowered fares 
and 


(arc concessions to the elderly, 
handicapped and students have 
created an additional burden to 
taxpayers who subsidize Ihe serv- 
ices. 


He said simply to maintain.Ihe 


existing level of service would re- 
quire additional funding in the next 
two years, and if service is to be 
improved, even larger amounts of 


slate and local money will Ire re- 
quired. 


He urged the committee lo 


consider several possible funding 
methods lo create new revenue for 
transit operations, i n c l u d i n g in- 
creasing the in-Iieu tax on motor 
vehicles from 2 per cent to 3 per 
cent of market value. 


Another alternative would be a 


one-cent increase in gasoline taxes 
or a one-cent increase in the sales 
tax, he said. 


"This prolilem is slatewide and 


(here needs to be a substantial, 
continuing source of financial aid 
for transit," he said. "The need for 
legislative action in the coming ses- 
sion (of the Legislature) is vital if 
transit progress is not to be revers- 
ed by inflation and deterioration 01 
equipment and facilities." 


Ambulance fee hearing slated 


A $40 rate for the city-operated 


emergency ambulance service to 
transport a patient to the closest 
approved medical facility will be 
recommended Tuesday to the Long 
Beach Bureau of Franchises. 


The bureau, which will meet at 


1:30 p.m. in the City Hall council 
chamber, 
was authorized last 


month to establish rales for the 
emergency a m b u l a n c e service 
when it is taken over by the Fire 
Department next month. 


If the senior paramedic of the 


ambulance crew determines that 
the service is nonemergency, an 
additional fee of $25 will be assess- 
ed. This is to discourage use of the 
city ambulances for nonemeregen- 
cy service. 


If a patient or a responsible 


individual requests transportation 
to an approved medical 
facility 


other than the closest one, an addi- 
tional $5 will be charged. 


These recommendations are by 


Louis Possner, chief engineer of the 
Bureau of Franchises. Because the 


. ordinance authorizing the bureau to 


set rates is not effective until Dec. 
26, Possner said, he is recommend- 
ing the bureau adopt a motion of ils 
intention to set such rates, and to 
adopt them formally at a special 
meeting Dec. 30. 


Possner said the city man- 


ager's 
o f f i c e 
believes 
the 


emergency ambulance rates should 


be high enough to cover anticipated 
costs, but should not attempt a 
"profit-making" operation. 


"On Ihe other hand, private 


ambulance companies are concern- 
ed that if the rates are set substan- 
tially lower than the ones they 
would charge for comparable serv- 
ice, 
this would encourage persons 


to call the city for service of a non- 
emergency nature," Possner said. 


The c i t y ' s D e p a r t m e n t of 


A d m i n i s t r a t i v e M a n a g e m e n t , 
whose analysis and report to Ihe 


City Council was the basis for the 
decision for city operation of emer- 
gency ambulance service, recom- 
mended the $40 basic rate. 


Possner said his analysis indi- 


cates 
the 
average 
private 


ambulance company would charge 
about £14 for comparable service 
and that his recommended rates 
will not he excessive. 


Approved medical facilities for 


the emergency service will be 
designated by the fire chief, Poss- 
ner said.

Avalon mayor objects to joint operation of steamer 


liy JACK 0.

Maritime Editor 


The mayor of Avalon Friday 


said a proposal that the cross-chan- 
nel cruise ship S.S. Calalina be 
jointly operated by his city and the 
Los Angeles Harbor Department 
would be impractical and waste 
both time and money. 


Mayor Norman Perluss 
was 


referring to a suggestion made by 
George Scotl, Avalon mayor pro 
(cm, to Los Angeles City Council 
president John S. Gibson, Jr., that 
the two cities enter into an agree- 
ment to assure continued operation 
of the 51-year-old "Big White 
Steamer." 


The mayor objected thai, al- 


though Scott acted privately, he 
wrote to Gibson on a City of Avalon 
letterhead, which indicated the 
proposal was officially advocated 
by the Avalon City Council. 


Perluss, a counselor at Avalon 


High School for the past six years 
and a resident of (he island since 


childhood, objected strongly lo 
Scott's suggestion. 


"We have not been asked for 


any assistance by operators of the 
steamer," he said. 


"We (the City of Avalon) should 


not interfere with the operation of 
Long Beach/Catalina Cruises which 
has given the> island outstanding 
year-around service. Private enter- 
prise could do a far better job of 
operating the steamcf than the 
city. Any interference with that 
company could result in a reduc- 
tion in service and be a disservice 
lo the island," Perluss said. 


Gibson referred Scott's sugges- 


tion to the harbor commission 
which in turn bucked the matter to 
the department's general manager, 
Fred B. Crawford, who said it,is 
under study. 


Supervisor James A. Hayes 


suggested Wednesday the county 
consider operating the ship during 
(he offseason. Normally, the vessel 
has remained fied up in San Pedro 
from Labor Day weekend'until 


about Memorial Day. 


Hayes suggested 
that, as a 


possible off-season use, the steamer 
could carry underprivileged chil- 
dren and senior citizens on over- 
night trips to a 41,000-acre conser- 
vancy wilderness area on the island 
operated by the county under a 1974 
agreement. 


The Avalon Cily Council voted 


3-2 Monday to endorse the study by 
Crawford and his staff but look no 
position on the proposal. 


Perluss objected lo the coun- 


cil's acting on a matter which 
Avalon residents had not been told 
would be considered. 


Operators of the steamer and 


owners of companies 
associated 


with its operation may face legal 
action by Los Angeles Harbor for 
$105,000 owed in back rent on the 
Catalina Terminal, dockage 
and 


wharfage fees, alleged unreported 
parking collections, and damages 
lo harbor department property. 


Perluss pointed out .that any 


new operators of the vessel might 


be liable for those debts. 


Among other problems facing 


officers of M.G.R.S., Inc., opera- 
tors of Ihe ship, are upcoming ne- 
gotiations with seven maritime 
unions. Past attempts lo work out 
new contracts have frequently idled 


the steamer for extended periods, 
the mayor pointed out. 


Crawford also indicated anoth- 


er potential labor problem. He 
noted that if the Harbor Depart- 
ment were lo operate the ship, it 
would raise the question of who 


would man ihe vessel because most 
nonmanagement city employes are 
under civil service while the steam- 
er is nov/ manned by maritime 
union members who would certain- 
ly fight to maintain their manning 
rights.

Kuwait official 
raps 


oil companies9 policy 


By NICK POULOS Chicago Tribune 


BOCA . RATON, Fla.— As recently 


as 1371, the price of the barrel of Slid- 
cast oil was less than a barrel of miner- 
al water. 


In the 1950s and 19COs, the price of; 


Mideast oil was maintained at an aver- 
age of $1.70 a barrel while the prices of 
other commodities and manufactured 
goods increased substantially. 


From the beginning Of Mideast oil 


production, the international petroleum 
companies set the price of oil without 
agreement or consultation w i t h ' t h e 
producing countries. 


This is the kind of history the Arabs 


throw back at Westerners who charge 
that the oil countries have taken unfair 
advantage of their stranglehold on a 
substantial portion of the world's oil. 


"WHEN THE Organization of-Pe- 


troleum Exporting Countries (OPEC), 
raised the price of its oil from |3 a 
barrel to more than $10 in October of 
1973, critics explained the action only in 
terms of the monopoly power welded 
by the oil producers," said Abdlatif Al- 
Hamad, director general of the Kuwait 
Fund for Arab Economic Development. 


"All we did was take away from the 


big oil companies the perogalive of fix- 
ing the price of our oil." 


AI-Hamad, who addressed the annu- 


al meeting of the Securities Industry 
Association here, said the oil companies 
once set Mideast oil prices at a level 
which took into account the interests of 
the consuming nations but never (he 
interest of the oil producing nations. 


"Because of the very low cost of 


producing Mideast oil, the oil compa- 
nies were able to realize bustantial 
profits while selling to their own coun- 
tries at relatively low prices," he said. 


"THE CHEAP energy policy was a 


boon to oil consumers. It pjayed an 
important role in the unparalleled 
expansion of the world economy in the 
post-war period. This is particularly 
(rue of the phenomenal growth of Japan 
and Western Europe. 


"But it was a policy that could nei- 


ther be maintained nor tolerated. 


"Inasmuch as the price of oil was 


kept artificially low, this policy was, in 
effect, a subsidization of the rich indus- 
trialized countries at the expense of the 
oil producers, most of whom at the time 
were poor and underdeveloped.

bargaining. However, most watchers of collective 
bargaining feel that settlements have been higher 
than had been expected, considering the high unem- 
ployment figures. 


WORKERS ARE GOING after whatever they 


can get because of the loss of real spendable income 
during the last two years. And they are getting it. It's 
estimated that in the first half of 1975, wage in- 
creases in companies with more than 1,000 employees 
averaged 11 per cent compared with 9.8 per cent in 
1974. For companies with fewer than 1,000 employes, 
the increases averaged 6 per cent to 8 per cent, the 
magazine reported.

program, but in the "fami- 
ly hour" slot the low-rated 
"Three for the Road" 
series held before it was 
canceled. 


.For the last three years, 


"60;Minutes" has appear- 
ed -on Sunday at an hour 
earlier, at 6 p.m., except 
during the summers, when 
it" had different starling 
times, and during the pro 
football season, when it 
has left the air because 
football would overlap into 
its time period. 


;it now faces two prime 


evening time shows, 
NBC's veteran Walt Dis- 
ney series and ABC's new 
"Swiss Family Robinson." 


•EXCLUDING the past 


three summers, when it 
appeared each week in 
prime time, this will be 
the first season 
"60 


Minutes" has had a week- 
ly broadcast in prime time 
since it began in Septem- 
ber 1968. 


And if it does well in its 


new time period, it'll stay 
there on a year-round 
basis, says Lee Currlin, 
CBS' programming chief. 


Why is it now starting 


at 7 p.m.? Why didn't CBS 


start it again in its old 6 
p.m. time slot and follow 
it with a new family enter- 
tainment series? 


There are a couple of 


reasons for the change, 
Currlin says. 


ONE IS that the Federal 


CommunieationsCo m m is- 
sion this season let the 
networks start their Sun- 
day prime time programs 
a half hour earlier — at 7 
p.m. — than in past years. 


But they must fill their 


first hour of prime lime on 
Sundays with news or pub- 
lic affairs programs or 


shows "of special appeal 
lo children under 12," says 
Currlin. 


Letting the networks 


start their prime-lime pro- 
grams a half-hour earlier 
on Sundays could reduce 
by 30 minutes the amount 
of local program for net- 
work affiliates. 


But the affiliates aren't 


obligated to broadcast net- 
work shows, and in the 
case of "Three for the 
Road" CBS says only 
about 80 per cent of its 
affiliates ran the program 
when CBS aired it. 


THE OTHERS filled the 


time with their own pro- 
gramming during the foot- 
ball season- at the end of 
CBS football telecasts on 
Sundays. 


At the end of the regu- 


lar pro football season, the 
crunch on local station 
time would have worsened 
early Sunday night had 
CBS decided to air "60 
Minutes" at 6 p.m. and 
follow that at 7 p.m. with 
a family entertainment 
program. 


When this season began, 


Currlin said, the stations 
felt that "if we had kept 
'60 Minutes' at 6 to 7 p.m., 


they wouldn't have any 
local lime (after the foot- 
ball season) and they 
wouldn't clear 'Three for 
the Road' for that rea- 
son." 


The solution, he said, 


seemed to be to put "6fl 
Minutes" on in the first 
hour of Sunday prime time 
after the football season 
because more CBS affili- 
ates/will clear time for it, 
it's a good adult alterna- 
tive to the other network's 
family entertainment pro- 
grams and because it's 
done "surprisingly well" 
in its old Sunday time slot.

National park acquisition 
of land reportedly halted

Gardeners can't h e l p 


but notice 
how bush 


grapes in the vineyards 
are 
pruned in winter, 


when driving on Highway 
66 through Cucamonga. 


Likewise, how the apri- 


cof prchardists prune their 
trees urthe San Jacinto- 
Hcmet areas. 


One reason grapes don't 


produce, or bear f r u i t ' 
spa'rsly- could be due to 
improper pruning. Now is 
a good time to prune 
them. . 
Bush-grape 


branches that grew out 
this summer should be cut 
back, leaving two buds on 
the remaining stubs. The 
cut should be about a 
quarter of an' inch above 
the second bud. 


Bush grapes which were 


trained to' grow up and 
cover the arbor top, too 
need to be pruned. Cut the 
past summer, branches 
back to two remaining 
buds. 
• : 


ANOTHER reason why 


the grape bushes aren't 
producing fruit .may be 
that some varieties aren't 
happy in certain areas. 


Grapes that 
haven't 


been fed for the past year 
or two cap be helped by 
feeding them bone meal or 
a 
flower-fruit 
fertilizer, 


plus a hall-inch of manure 
around the plants'?-' 


They should' be fed 


again in late January. The 
fertilizer being a complete 


plant food should con- 


tain -less nitrqgen and 
more 
phosphorus. 
The 


plants should be watered 
well before feeding, then 
watered again after feed- 
ing. 


Gardener should double 


check.with the.nursery- 
man when purchasing the 
bare-root plants, as to 
which varieties thrive best 
in w h a t locality 
The 


grapes should be planted 
in full sun if possible. 


DICRONDRA lawn that 


has-been fed a turf fertiliz- 
er containing pre-and post- 
emerge herbicides to 
inhibit-sterilize 
certain 


kinds of small broad-leaf 
weed seeds and blade 
weed seeds (so they won't

grow, plus post-emerge to 
attack the oxalis weeds) 
need to be fed again about 
two and a half months 
later. Four applications at 
those intervals combats 
those weeds.

Annuals that 
grow and hence bloom 
quickest 
are 
Iceland 


.poppies and calendulas. 


The calendulas, of rich 


orange and bright yellow, 
provide needed color in 
winter — spring sunny 
garden areas. 


They are also good for 


cut flowers. Iceland poppy 
blossoms too may he used 
as cut flowers, provided 
the blooms are first sear- 
ed over a hot flame. 


Gardener misses the joy 


of h a v i n g a variety of 
bright colors if he passes 


up 
snapdragons. 
Their 


stocks, though not having 
bright 
colored 
flowers, 


make up for it by furnish- 
ing the cool, spicy fra- 
grant blossoms. 
Pansies 


and violas are a must in 
all gardens. Yes, even 
apartment house dwellers 
who don't have gardens 
can still grow some in. 
several pots. 


Delphinium, 
larkspur 


and annual scabiosa grow 
taller than the other annu- 
als mentioned, therefore 
should be planted at the 
roar of a garden to form a 
backdrop of colors, along 
with the rest of the other 
plants. 


THERE'S still time to , 


plant perennials that will 
grow and 
flower 
next 


spring and summer. Coral 
bells last for three years 
or more. They can grow in 
full sun in cooler areas 


and partial shade in hot, 
heat-reflected sections. 


The delightful 
small 


bell-shape coral colored 
flowers arc attractive and 
add an old fashioned bou- 
(|uel touch in with a mix- 
ture of other of flowers. 


Foxy Foxgloves, al- 


though not considered a 
biennial, are desirable in 
sunny gardens 
because 


ihcy may bloom twice the 
same year if the gardener 
cuts off the old flowers 
and fertilizes them for 
new growth and a later 
crop of flowers. 


We mustn't overlook the 


P r i m a v e r a chrysanthe- 
mums with yellow small 
pompom flowers. 


The moundy bedding 


type perennial plants will 
bloom at least twice, and 
if the conditions are just 
right a third t i m e the 
same year!

Pruning is truly one of 


the most positive of all 
garden procedures. It en- 
courages new growth, pro- 
motes flower a n d ' f r u i t 
production and helps as- 
sure the desired shape and 
development of plants.

the ideal time to prune, 
points out the California 
Association of Nursery- 
men. Since deciduous fruit 
trees have lost their 
leaves, branch structure is 
clearly visible. After tak- 
ing a good look at the tree 
"skeleton " remove dead 


wood and thin out the 
weaker of two branches 
that cross. This will help' 
increase sunlight and air 
penetration. It will also 
head back and shape the 
tree. 


Using sharp, clean hand 


clippers, loopers or a 
pruning saw cut back the 
long whips of apples, 
peaches, 
apricots and 


plums to about 14 the 


original length. To help di- 
rect the energy of the tree 
to fruit or flower produc-. 
tion; cut to the bud that is 
shorter and more rounded 
than the long narrow bud. 


When pruning, 
make 


sure that all cuts are clean 
and made as close as 
possible .to the desired 
branch or trunk. Wounds 
should be covered with a 
pruning compound.
